Apparatus. 

The  apparatus  of  the  department  consists  of  one  two- 
horse  hook  and  ladder  truck  with  300  feet  of  ladders  and 
fully  equipped  with  all  necessary  tools ; one  two-horse 
combination  hose  and  chemical  wagon,  fully  equipped ; 
one  two-horse  wagon,  fully  equipped ; two  supply 
wagons,  and  4,000  feet  of  hose  in  good  condition,  lo- 
cated in  the  centre  of  the  town ; one  one-horse  hose 
wagon,  600  feet  of  hose  and  all  necessary  tools  in  good 
condition,  located  a the  Farmers;  one  four-wheel  hose 
reel,  850  feet  of  hose  in  fair  condition,  and  one  two-horse 
hook  and  ladder  truck  in  good  condition,  located  at 
South  Attleborough ; one  four-wheel  hose  reel,  700  feet 
of  hose  in  poor  condition,  located  at  Hebronville ; one 
hand  reel,  800  feet  of  hose,  located  at  St.  Jean  Plat; 
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one  hand  reel,  800  feet  of  hose,  located  at  Briggs  Corner ; 
one  democrat  wagon,  one  single-horse  pung  and  one 
two-horse  pung,  located  in  the  centre  of  the  town. 

Horses. 

The  department  has  seven  horses,  five  at  the  Union 
street  house  and  two  at  the  South  Main  street  house,  in 
good  condition. 


Harnesses. 

The  department  has  four  sets  of  double  harnesses,  one 
used  by  Hose  Company  No.  T,  one  on  Hook  and  Ladder 
Truck  No.  1,  one  used  by  Hose  Company  No.  2,  and  by 
Hose  Company  No.  5,  Hebronville ; four  single 
harnesses,  one  used  by  Hose  Company  No.  4,  South  At- 
tleborough; one  by  Hose  Company  No.  3,  Farmers;  one 
used  by  the  spare  horse  at  Union  street,  and  one  extra 
harness,  all  in  good  condition. 


Fire  Alarm. 

The  Gamewell  fire  alarm  system  is  in  use  and  in  good 
working  order.  It  consists  of  the  following  apparatus : 
Two  steam  gongs,  one  at  the  pumping  station  at  South 
Attleboro  and  one  at  the  electric  light  station,  located  at 
the  Farmers;  three  bells,  one  on  South  Main  street,  one 
near  Pleasant  place,  one  on  Hose  Company  No.  4 house, 
South  Attleborough ; one  striker,  located  on  the  church 
at  Hebronville;  one  indicator  at  Hose  No.  1,  one  at  Hose 
No.  2 and  one  at  Hose  No.  5 ; 14  tappers  used  in  the 
shops  and  by  members  of  the  Fire  Department;  48  fire 
alarm  boxes,  owned  by  the  town ; one  private  box,  owned 
by  the  Interstate  Street  Railway  Company ; about  45 
miles  of  wire,  and  all  necessary  tools  for  keeping  the 
same  in  repair ; one  storage  battery  complete  with  a 
six-circuit  switch-board. 
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Houses. 

The  department  houses  are  located  as  follows : South 
Main  street  house,  occupied  by  Hose  Company  No.  I ; 
Union  street  house,  occupied  by  Hook  and  Ladder 
Company  No.  i,  and  Hose  Company  No.  2;  the  house 
at  Farmers,  occupied  by  Hose  Company  No.  3 ; the 
house  at  South  Attleboro,  occupied  by  Hook  and  Ladder 
No.  2,  and  Hose  Company  No.  4;  the  house  at  Hebron- 
ville,  occupied  by  Hose  Company  No.  5.  Hose  Com- 
pany No.  6 is  located  in  the  building  owned  by  the  St. 
Jean  Improvement  Society.  Hose  Company  No.  7 is 
located  in  a barn  owned  by  Willard  Merry  at  Briggs 
Corner. 


Permanent  Improvements. 

During  the  last  year  the  fire  alarm  has  been  extended 
on  John  street  and  on  North  Main  street. 

A fire  alarm  box  has  been,  placed  on  each  of  the  fol- 
lowing streets : One  on  John  street,  one  on  North  Main 
street,  one  on  Park  street  near  Solomon’s  Sanatorium, 
and  one  on  the  corner  of  Maple  and  George  streets.  A 
storage  battery  has  been  installed  in  the  Union  street 
hose  house,  purchased  one  new  supply  wagon,  painted 
hose  wagon  No.  3,  and  placed  electric  lights  in  hose 
house  No.  5,  Hebronville.

Recommendations. 

We  would  recommend  the  purchase  of  2,000  feet  of 
hose. 

We  would  recommend  the  purchase  of  two  two-way 
deluge  sets. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  fire  alarm  wires  be 
placed  under  ground  in  the  centre  of  the  town,  providing 
the  town  can  secure  a duct  of  the  telephone  company  for 
the  same. 

W e would  recommend  that  the  engineers  appoint  two 
more  permanent  men,  one  on  Hose  Company  No.  1,  and 
one  on  Hook  and  Ladder  Company  No.  1.  By  so  doing 
we  believe,  we  can  strengthen  the  department  more  than 
in  any  other  way  for  the  same  expense. 

During  the  last  year  we  have  had  a great  number  of 
woods  fires,  where  quite  a large  loss  has  occurred.  We 
believe  the  town  should  take  action  to  put  a stop  to  this 
waste  of  property.  We  think  the  number  of  these  fires 
can  be  reduced  one-half  by  the  town  offering  a reward 
for  the  arrest  and  conviction  of  any  person  setting  fires, 
either  intentionally  or  carelessly. 
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In  conclusion  we  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officers  and 
members  of  the  department  for  their  prompt  response 
to  alarms  and  the  interest  shown  in  extinguishing  fires.

Gentlemen : — I commenced  to  perform  the  duties  of 
Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  April  27,  1905,  conse-- 
quently  my  report  covers  only  about  nine  months  of 
service. 

I assumed  the  duties  of  the  position  with  only  a 
meagre  knowledge  of  the  requirements  of  law  which 
were  incumbent  upon  me,  consequently  I have  yet  much 
to  learn  by  experience. 

Thus  far  in  the  performance  of  my  duties  I have 
visited  some  eighty  places  in  town  where  scales  and 
measures  were  used  in  buying  and  selling  merchandise, 
and  have  sealed  148  scales  and  balances  in  the  different 
places  which  I have  visited. 

Among  the  “tin  measures”  which  I have  tested  only  a 
small  per  cent,  were  found  to  vary  from  the  standard. 

There  are  to  my  knowledge  some  six  or  eight  places 
located  from  one  to  three  miles  from  our  town  centre, 
which  I have  not  as  yet  visited. 

I have  sealed  3,337  milk  jars,  varying  in  size  from 
pt.  to  3 pts.,  and  I have  refused  to  seal  about  200,  which 
were  found  deficient  in  size.

I have 
tested  it  on  several  occasions  and  find  the  flashing  point 
far  above  the  requirement  of  State  law.

Report  of  the  Inspector  of  Cattle, 
Provisions  and  Milk. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  of  Attleborough : 

Gentlemen I herewith  submit  my  fifth  annual  report 
as  Cattle  and  Milk  Inspector  for  the  year  ending  De- 
cember 31,  1905. 

I made  a thorough  inspection  of  all  the  horned  cattle 
and  swine  in  town  in  October. 

Visits  have  been  made  to  189  stables  where  904  cows, 
4 oxen,  138  young  cattle,  26  bulls  and  984.  swine  were 
examined. 

I not  only  made  a thorough  inspection  in  October,  but 
have  been  looking  them  up  every  month  for  the  last 
year  with  the  result  that  there  has  been  32  cows  con- 
demned and  killed  by  the  Cattle  Bureau  of  the  State 
Board  of  Agriculture  under  suspicion  of  having  the 
disease  known  as  Tuberculosis.  They  all  upon  exami- 
nation were  found  to  have  the  disease  and  the  owners 
were  paid  by  the  State  what  they  considered  a fair 
price. 

There  has  been  one  horse  quarantined,  condemned  and 
shot  here  in  town  that  had  the  disease  known  as  farcy, 
which  is  one  form  of  glanders. 

I have  inspected  and  released  258  cows  this  year 
brought  into  town  from  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Ver- 
mont and  New  York  State. 

I have  sold  67  licenses  this  year  to  sell  milk,  which  is 
4 more  than  I sold  last  year. 
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I have  heard  very  little  complaint  this  year  and  I 
think  the  milk  brought  into  town  the  last  year  on  the 
whole  has  been  very  good.

Report  of  the  Park  Commissioners 


To  the  Citizens  of  Attleborough : 

We  are  glad  to  report  that  we  have  been  able  to  put 
into  usable  and  finished  shape,  a larger  area  of  Capron 
Park  than  in  any  previous  year.  By  “finished  shape” 
we  do  not  mean  to  include  the  beautifying  of  the  grounds 
by  means  of  shrubs  and  flowers,  but  that  the  ground  has 
been  cleared  of  stones,  roots  and  underbrush,  and 
brought  to  a good  condition  for  turf,  that  the  existing 
trees  have  been  neatly  trimmed,  and  that  in  the  spaces 
where  trees  were  sparse  and  obviously  needed,  more 
have  been  planted. 

There  is  a constant  temptation  to  make  outlay  for 
flowers  and  shrubs,  but  we  feel  that  the  public  will  be 
best  served  by  using  the  appropriations  of  the  next  few 
years  for  clearing  the  remainder  of  the  Park  in  the  same 
manner  as  is  now  done  in  the  neighborhood  of  the 
streets  bordering  the  Park.  When  this  clearing  is  com- 
pleted there  will  be  a considerable  length  of  pleasant 
walks  which  can  then  be  beautified  with  flowers,  shrub- 
bery and  other  special  features,  and  a very  reasonable 
expenditure  will  make  Capron  Park  a very  attractive 
feature  of  the  Town. 

We  are  following  a predetermined  plan  in  the  layout 
of  the  roads,  and  so  far  as  they  lay  within  the  limits  oi 
our  finished  work,  have  brought  them  to  self  draining 
grades,  and  covered  them  with  gravel  after  excavating 
the  subsoil  contained  in  them.  In  time,  no  doubt,  our

successors  will  make  them  fine  macadamized  roads,  but 
the  cost  of  the  clearing  work  precludes  that  for  the  pres- 
ent. 

Each  succeeding  year  a little  larger  proportion  of  our 
appropriation  goes  toward  keeping  in  good  shape  the 
increasing  reclaimed  area  of  the  Park,  and  should  be  al- 
lowed for  in  viewing  the  work  of  the  Commissioners. 

Last  winter  was  an  exceptionally  hard  one  for  young 
trees,  and  quite  a few  of  those  planted  last  fall  had  to  be 
replaced  this  spring,  and  here  we  are  pleased  to  ac- 
knowledge the  prompt  courtesy  of  the  Seabrook  Nur- 
sery people  in  replacing  those  that  died,  which  we  ob- 
tained from  them. 

The  “Bushee”  pine  grove  was  partially  cleared  up  this 
season,  and  we  hope  next  year  to  complete  the  work. 

The  question  of  keeping  the  Casino  building  open  to 
the  public  at  all  times  is  constantly  recurring  and  there 
seems  to  be  no  economical  way  of  doing  it  without  de- 
voting it  to  the  sale  of  cigars,  drinks,  etc.,  on  Sundays, 
and  Sunday  selling  has  been  seriously  objected  to  by 
some  of  our  citizens.  During  the  season  of  the  Park 
work  the  building  is  kept  open  during  the  working 
hours,  and  on  Sundays  it  has  been  open  the  greater  part 
of  the  day  all  summer  long.  The  Commissioners  are 
unable  to  find  desirable  parties  willing  to  devote  their 
attendance  to  the  building  for  the  selling  privilege,  with 
Sunday  selling  excluded.  Very  soon  the  care  of  the 
Park  will  require  the  constant  attention  of  a man,  and 
then  it  can  be  a part  of  his  duties  to  keep  the  building 
open  at  all  desirable  times,  and  this  problem  will  be 
solved.  For  the  present,  however,  we  feel  that  perhaps 
it  is  best  to  continue  as  we  are  now  doing. 

At  the  last  annual  Town  Meeting  you  voted  $1,200  to 
be  expended  for  a fountain  basin,  and  it  has  enabled  us 
to  install  a very  creditable  one  which  has  an  inside 
diameter  of  38  feet.  It  is  circular  in  form,  with  a finely 
dressed  granite  coping,  and  has  a water-proofed  conciete 
bottom.  The  proper  drainage  and  supply  piping  are  in- 
stalled, the  supply  piping  being  amply  large  to  serve  any 
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fountain  which  may  be  installed.  And  here  we  would 
suggest  that  a fountain  for  this  basin  is  a means  of  com- 
memoration open  to  our  public  minded  citizens  of 
means,  which  would  be  largely  appreciated  by  all.  The 
basin  is  on  a small  knoll  near  County  street,  to  the  west 
of  the  Casino  building,  and  the  knoll  has  been  graded  to 
make  a walkway  about  the  basin,  and  a few  trees  planted 
around  the  outer  side  of  the  walkway.  It  is  proposed 
that  when  the  trees  get  of  sufficient  size  to  afford  shade, 
seats  be  installed  under  them. 

We  would  draw  your  attention  again  to  the  fact  that 
while  we  have  in  the  present  Capron  Park  an  excellent 
beginning,  we  cannot  afford  to  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that 
it  is  too  small  to  long  be  in  keeping  with  the  growth 
of  the  Town,  and  that  the  longer  we  fake  to  obtain  more 
land  the  larger  will  be  the  expense  of  acquisition.  The 
land  adjacent  to  the  Park,  which  lies  upon  the  highways, 
is  even  now  expensive,  and  it  is  but  a short  while  ahead 
to  the  time  when  streets  will  be  cut  through  what  is  now 
rear  land,  and  this  in  turn  will  also  be  expensive  land. 
When  the  Park  can  be  extended  at  a reasonable  price 
the  Town  should  not  hesitate  to  acquire  the  necessary 
land.  It  may  be  feasible  to  reduce  the  cost  of  the  new 
land  by  selling  the  portion  which  might  lie  upon  the 
present  highways,  and  building  new  highways  in  the 
new  land  to  accommodate  the  Park,  these  new  highways 
being  made  about  parallel  to  the  old  ones.  This  would 
give  two  tiers  of  lots  between  the  new  and  old  streets, 
would  leave  the  Park  with  undiminished  highway 
facilities,  and  would  enable  the  Town  to  materially  re- 
duce the  cost  of  new  land  with  little  loss  in  area.

Report  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of 
Attleborough : 

The  following  is  a summary  of  the  work  done  on  our 
highways  in  the  past  year : 

Although  the  general  appropriation  for  the  highways 
was  $2,000.00  less  this  past  year  than  that  of  1904,  the 
total  amount  expended,  including  appropriations  for  a 
large  number  of  streets,  was  more  than  ever  before ; 
consequently  a more  lengthy  report. 

A part  of  Thacher  and  Tiffany  streets  have  been  im- 
proved by  the  waterworks  depositing  a large  amount  ot 
gravel  in  the  low  places,  thus  raising  the  grade  with  no 
expense  to  the  highway  department.  Also  900  feet  of 
South  Main  street  has  been  gravelled  and  400  feet  of 
Orange  street  macadamized,  curbed  and  sidewalks  built 
at  the  expense  of  the  Interstate  Consolidated  Street 
Railway  Company. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  division  foremen 
from  last  year. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  do  considerable  repairs  on 
the  road  roller  and  crusher,  and  now  they  are  in  good 
condition.  The  work  of  repairing  these  machines  was 
done  by  a representative  of  the  Good  Roads  Machinery 
Company.  Also  a new  floor  has  been  laid  in  the  barn. 
There  are  seven  permanent  men  employed.

One  of  the  largest  pieces  of  work  was  undertaken  on 
South  Main  street.  This  street  was  worked  from  the 
Seekonk  line  to  Orange  street.  Gravel  was  used  for  the 
surfacing  of  the  larger  part  of  the  work.  In  this  street 
a sidewalk  was  made  for  a distance  of  1,300  feet  on  the 
west  side  near  Dodgeville.  Also  a new  catch  basin  was 
built  on  this  street  near  the  St.  Stephen’s  Church.  This 
street  being  the  most  travelled  between  Attleboro  and 
Pawtucket  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  reinforce  the 
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regular  gang  under  Herbert  Caswell  with  the  south  di- 
vision gang  under  Henry  Lord,  in  order  to  complete  the 
work. 

The  work  that  was  commenced  on  Falmouth  street 
in  1904  has  been  completed  this  year.  It  was  found 
necessary  to  remove  a large  quantity  of  mud  and  loam 
before  we  could  do  any  gravelling.  The  street  is  now 
worked  to  grade  and  a coat  of  gravel  12  inches  in  depth 
now  covers  the  entire  street. 

The  largest  part  of  the  work  for  the  past  year  has 
been  in  the  use  of  stone  for  road  making.  The  following 
streets  have  been  macadamized :

A part 
of  the  Oak  Hill  avenue  work  was  done  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Mr.  Thayer,  nine  hundred  feet  of  gravel  road  be- 
ing made ; also  a new  catch-basin  and  36  feet  of  10-inch 
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pipe  to  convey  the  water  from  a point  near  W.  A.  Vick- 
ery’s house  to  the  low  land  opposite. 

South  Division. 

The  work  in  this  section  was  performed  under  the 
direction  of  Henry  Lord.  After  the  regular  amount  of 
road  scraping  and  gutter  cleaning  was  completed,  side- 
walks were  made  on  Knight  avenue,  South  Main  street 
and  Stead  avenue.  A part  of  Taunton  avenue,  Read 
street  and  Tiffany  street  were  gravelled.  The  most  of 
the  work  in  this  division  was  performed  on  South  Main 
street. 


West  Division. 

Under  the  direction  of  Robert  Sharkey  the  work  in 
this  division  was  performed  as  follows : Gravelling  a 
part  of  Thacher  street,  Commonwealth  avenue,  County 
street,  West  street,  and  North  avenue.  Other  work  was 
performed,  such  as  forming  gutters,  turnpiking  roads, 
and  freeing  the  same  from  stone ; also  one  catch  basin 
was  built  on  West  street. 

Southwest  Division. 

Geo.  W.  Allen,  who  has  been  in  charge  of  the  work  in 
South.  Attleborough  for  a number  of  years,  is  still  in 
charge  of  the  same.  The  work  in  this  division  consisted 
of  gravelling  a part  of  Robinson  avenue,  Mendon  road, 
Newport  avenue,  Adamsdale  road,  Turner  street,  Read 
street ; also  recovering  the  bridge  at  the  pumping  sta- 
tion, rebuilding  two  culverts  , repairing  guard-rails, 
building  one  catch-basin  and  repairing  the  sidewalks  in 
St.  Jean  village.

Washington  Street  Drinking  Fountain. 

The  drinking  fountain,  which  the  town  voted  to  place 
at  the  corner  of  Washington  and  Turner  streets,  has 
been  set  up  and  is  giving  good  satisfaction  to  horse  own- 
ers who  travel  that  way. 
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Sprinkling  Department. 

Four  sprinkling  carts  are  used  to  do  the  work  in  the 
center.  There  are  as  many  streets  sprinkled  as  is  pos- 
sible with  this  number  of  carts.  Therefore  as  there  are 
new  streets  accepted  and  more  macadam  used  each  year 
I would  recommend  that  the  town  buy  one  new  sprink- 
ling cart  this  year. 

South  Attleborough  Sprinkling  Department. 

The  streets  in  this  section  were  sprinkled  under  the 
direction  of  Frank  E.  Shaw,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
residents  of  South  Attleborough.  The  cart  used  in  this 
section  has  been  repaired  and  a new  Studebaker  sprink- 
ling apparatus  attached. 

Redressing  Concrete. 

A sufficient  amount  has  been  expended  on  the  above 
so  that  the  concrete  walks  are  now  in  good  condition.

Before  closing  I wish  to  thank  those  who  have  assisted 
in  the  past  year  by  giving  notice  of  any  defects  in  the 
streets,  which  if  not  attended  to  promptly  might  cause 
accidents,  thus  saving  the  town  from  possible  damages.

Annual  Report  of  the  Overseers 
of  the  Poor, 


To  the  Citizens  of  Attleborough : 

The  Overseers  of  the  Poor  respectfully  submit  this 
their  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1905. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board,  held  after  the  March 
election,  the  new  organization  was  perfected  by  the 
choice  of  Joseph  V.  Curran,  Chairman;  Benjamin  P. 
King,  Clerk,  and  Albert  M.  Everett,  Visitor,  and  took 
up  the  work  in  hand. 

Nothing  of  particular  note  has  occurred.  The  work 
has  gone  steadily  on  as  heretofore,  several  new  cases 
have  been  taken  on,  and  some  old  ones  dropped  out. 

Our  new  Visitor  has  devoted  much  time  to  investi- 
gation of  the  several  cases  as  they  have  appeared,  and 
many  of  the  old  cases  that  have  come  up  anew.  Where 
there  were  no  clues  or  histories,  how  these  cases  were 
settled  or  by  what  process  is  unknown  to  us,  there  is 
no  record.  This  review,  in  one  or  two  cases,  has  re- 
versed the  original  settlements,  and  so  far  as  we  could 
do  it  has  been  charged  up  to  the  proper  parties.  It 
is  a very  difficult  matter  to  so  draw  the  lines  in  some 
of  the  settlements,  that  the  worthy  poor  get  what  they 
should. 

We  have  added  a filing  cabinet  to  our  office  equip- 
ment, whereby  we  can  keep  better  track  of  the  business, 
as  it  comes  along,  and  gives  us  ready  reference  to  what 
has  been  done  in  the  line  of  settlements,  correspondence, 
etc. 
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The  expenses  of  the  department  are  gradually  on  the 
increase,  and  as  the  town  continues  to  increase  in  popu- 
lation must  needs  be  expected.  A review  of  the  financial 
statement  will  show  that  we  have  expended  quite  a 
large  sum  of  money ; yet  (with  much  more  doing  all 
around),  it  is  less  than  last  year  (1904). 

We  are  trying  to  get  the  farm  up  to  a condition  where 
we  will  be  able  to  realize  something  from  the  invest- 
ment. We  have  in  Mr.  Hagar,  the  Superintendent,  an 
excellent  man  for  the  position  ; and  he  is  working  hard 
in  the  town’s  interest.  Under  his  direction  much  has 
been  accomplished.  Some  gain  has  already  been  made. 
In  1904  no  hay  was  cut.  For  1905  the  Superintendent 
reports  30  tons  in  the  barn  at  close  of  the  haying  season, 
and  we  feel  assured  that  if  the  same  policy  can  be  con- 
tinued, as  at  present,  the  town  farm  will  become  a more 
important  factor  than  it  has  been  for  a long  time.  One 
of  the  items  of  expense,  the  first  six  months  of  the  past 
year  was  for  the  reason  that  we  had  to  buy  hay,  which 
we  had  to  do  up  to  June,  making  an  expense  that  we 
have  not  had  to  incur  since  then. 

There  has  been  24  people,  inmates  of  the  town  farm, 
during  the  past  year,  22  paupers  and  2 boarders,  which 
from  the  varied  length  of  time  each  has  been  there,  fig- 
ures an  average  of  8 1-10  for  the  year,  8 being 
there  January  1,  1906.  It  has  been  the  custom  to  charge 
up  the  cost  'of  maintenance  to  the  paupers.  We  do  not 
think  that  fair,  for  in  said  amount  there  are  other  ex- 
penses that  would  have  to  be  met  if  there  were  no  in- 
mates. We  therefore  allow  the  usua!  rate  charged  by 
the  State  ($3.00)  three  dollars  per  week,  which  for  the 
average  number  figures  about  $1,250.00.  Deduct  this 
from  cost  of  maintenance,  $2,669.25,  which  leaves  $1,' 
419.25  to  be  charged  to  the  expenses  of  running  the 
farm  proper.  The  total  number  receiving  aid  from  the 
town  the  past  year  is  132,  not  including  the  inmates,  all 
of  them,  that  are  at  the  Almshouse. 

For  a long  time  the  Board  has  had  under  consideration 
the  question  of  the  appointment  of  a Town  Physician, 
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and  after  much  discussion  (for  nearly  a year)  and  con- 
sultation with  the  Town  Solicitor,  who  gave  as  his 
opinion  that  we  had  the  authority  to  do  so,  under  the 
vote  of  the  town  at  its  annual  meeting,  March  last,  and 
considering  it  to  be  a business  move  in  the  interests  of 
the  town,  it  was  unanimously  voted  to  appoint  a Town 
Physician,  same  to  take  effect  January  i,  1906,  and  fur- 
ther voted  to  appoint  Ralph  P.  Kent,  M.  D.,  to  that  po- 
sition. The  Board  considers  this  another  step  along  the 
line  of  bringing  this  department  down  to  some  system. 
Until  within  a few  years  there  has  been  no  system,  and 
the  town  suffers  through  its  treasury  because  of  that 
fact.  The  medical  attendance  side  of  this  department  is 
one  of  the  loose  ends.  In  order  to  receive  full  reimburse- 
ment for  doctors’  bills,  contracted  for  State  or  out-of- 
town  cases,  it  is  necessary  that  the  department  should 
know  when  these  bills  begin,  that  we  can  adjust  the  set- 
tlements and  notify  the  State  or  towns  chargeable  with 
the  expense.  Otherwise  the  town  must  pay  the  bill. 
Many  times  cases  are  treated,  entirely  unknown  to  us, 
until  in  some  cases  the  patient  is  well,  before  the  case  is 
reported  to  the  department,  and  then  it  is  too  late.  Cus- 
tom of  long  years  has  allowed  that  system  to  prevail. 
This  year  we  have  tried  to  correct  the  system.  There  is 
some  improvement,  but  the  only  way  that  we  can  see  to 
properly  control  the  matter  is  by  having  a Town  Physi- 
cian, and  we  have  acted  on  that  line.  We  have  no  axe 
to  grind,  nothing  but  the  business  interests  of  the  town 
in  mind. 

The  pauper  department  cannot  be  run  on  sentiment. 
Should  the  idea,  that  because  one  is  unfortunate  and 
must  call  for  aid,  and  also  make  their  own  selection  who 
the  physician  shall  be,  prevail,  we  might  just  as  well 
give  free  choice  to  procure  anything  they  desire  in  the 
way  of  groceries,  fuel  and  clothing  at  the  town’s  ex- 
pense, and  the  Board  approve  the  bills  as  they  come  in. 
Why  not?  Why  draw  the  line  in  one  place  and  not  in 
the  other?  We  look  for  an  endorsement  at  the  March 
town  meeting.  We  are  ready,  however,  to  accept  any 
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orders  that  the  town  may  give.  It  is  the  town’s  money 
that  is  spent,  not  ours,  and  we  await  the  decision. 

It  is  very  evident  from  a review  of  several  years  that 
($6,000)  six  thousand  dollars  will  not  meet  the  needs  of 
this  department  without  the  annual  overdraw.  We 
would  therefore  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  ($7,000.00') 
seven  thousand  dollars  for  the  regular  appropriation  and 
$500.00  for  medical  attendance. 

The  Board  holds  open  sessions.  Any  citizen  can  at- 
tend our  sittings  should  they  desire,  and  the  books  are 
always  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  citizens.

Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of 
Health, 


To  the  Citizens  of  Attleboro: 

The  Board  of  Health  takes  advantage  of  the  oppor- 
tunity, offered  by  its  annual  report,  to  call  to  your  at- 
tention two  important  problems  pertaining  to  the  dis- 
posal of  the  refuse  material  of  the  town,  by  which  it  is 
confronted. 

During  the  year  approximately  1,500  loads  of  sewage 
are  deposited  somewhere  within  a radius  of  a mile  of 
the  centre  of  the  town,  vitiating  the  atmosphere  and 
rendering  existence  intolerable  to  those  who  are  so  un- 
fortunate as  to  live  within  the  limits  of  its  noxious  in- 
fluence. A week  hardly  passes  that  complaints  are  not 
made  to  the  board  that  sewage  is  being  deposited  near 
some  habitation,  causing  discomfiture  and  annoyance. 

The  only  thing  that  the  board  can  do  in  such  cases  is 
to  inform  the  carriers  of  sewage  that  they  must  discon- 
tinue depositing  any  more  of  this  material  in  these  lo- 
calities. Immediately  the  carriers  ask,  “Where  shall  we 
deposit  it?”  The  only  answer  possible  is  that  we  don’t 
know,  but  you  must  not  empty  it  here.  After  this 
sewage  is  carried  to  some  other  locality,  until  complaint 
is  made  and  the  carriers  are  prohibited  again.  Thus  they 
commence  the  rounds  depositing  it  in  one  place  until 
prohibited  and  then  passing  on  to  another.  In  this  man- 
ner the  board  has  been  chasing  these  men  from  place 
to  place  for  the  past  five  years. 
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Complaint  after  complaint  has  been  lodged  with  the 
State  Board  of  Health  that  the  local  board  was  negligent 
in  the  performance  of  its  duties.  A complaint  signed  by 
several  citizens  concerning  the  condition  of  the  ditch 
running  between  Holman  and  Emory  streets  was  made 
in  the  earlier  part  of  the  year.  It  was  examined  by  the 
board  and  found  to  be  filled  with  liquid  sewage.  The 
board  decided  that  new  cesspools  should  be  built  and  all 
disconnected  from  the  ditch.  This  has  been  done,  and 
although  an  improvement,  the  result  is  far  from  satis- 
factory. The  ground  is  so  saturated  with  water  that 
the  cesspools  fill  up  immediately  after  they  have  been 
emptied.  The  attention  of  the  citizens  has  been  repeat- 
edly directed  to  this  locality  and  its  unsanitary  condi- 
tion. 

In  September  a petition  was  presented  to  the  board 
protesting  against  the  burning  of  waste  material  in  the 
vicinity  of  Dunham  street.  The  petitioners  were  met  by 
the  board  and  the  problem  discussed  in  all  its  phases. 
When  the  petitioners  were  informed  that  we  had  no 
place  to  deposit  this  material  they  took  the  position  that 
they  were  sorry  that  such  was  the  case,  but  the  dumping 
on  Dunham  street  must  stop.  This  is  a good  illustra- 
tion of  one  phase  of  this  question.  In  this  case  the  board 
was  so  fortunate  as  to  find  a place  where  paper  could  be 
deposited  upon  Bank  street,  near  the  river,  but  no  sew- 
age is  allowed  to  be  deposited  there.  How  long  this 
will  be  allowed  is  a question,  as  already  complaints  have 
been  made  against  the  depositing  of  such  material  at 
this  place. 

Again  the  old  question  arises,  what  shall  we  do  with 
our  sewage?  The  inhabitants  do  not  wish  sewage  to  be 
deposited  near  their  habitations  but  they  will  not  pro- 
vide a suitable  place  for  it.  The  first  and  only  common 
sense  solution  of  the  problem  is  that  the  town  should  at 
once  build  a complete  sewage  system,  thus  solving  the 
question  completely  and  for  all  time. 

A second  but  pitiful  makeshift  is  that  the  town  shall 
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provide  some  place,  in  a locality  far  from  any  habitation 
where  the  sewage  may  be  deposited  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  board.  The  collecting  of  this  material 
should  also  be  under  one  head  so  that  the  provisions  of 
the  laws  relating  thereto  may  be  fully  carried  out. 

Attleboro  has  increased  so  rapidly  in  population  in 
the  last  few  years  that  another  problem  presents  itself 
in  the  disposal  of  garbage.  As  at  the  present  conducted, 
its  collection  constitutes  a disgrace  to  the  town.  In  the 
opinion  of  the  Board  the  best  plan  is  to  place  the  collec- 
tion of  garbage  in  the  hands  of  one  person,  he  being  re- 
sponsible to  the  Board  that  this  material  shall  be  col- 
lected in  a satisfactory  manner.  At  present  there  are  so 
many  individuals  collecting  garbage  that  it  is  almost 
impossible  to  keep  any  supervision  over  them,  and  even 
those  who  have  been  requested  to  be  more  neat  in  their 
mode  of  collecting,  while  promising  that  they  will  do  so, 
their  subsequent  conduct  is  more  noticeable  in  the 
breach  of  their  promises  than  in  their  fulfillment.  It 
may  be  stated  in  this  place  that  an  offer  has  been  made 
by  a party  to  do  this  thing,  to  collect  the  garbage  in  a 
scientific  manner  under  the  supervision  of  the  board. 
This  offer,  while  satisfactory  to  the  Board,  could  not  be 
taken  advantage  of  without  the  consent  of  the  town. 

In  the  earlier  part  of  the  year  a petition  was.  presented 
by  the  residents  of  Foley  street  protesting  against  a 
junk  shop  being  located  on  said  street.  At  an  open 
meeting,  both  sides  of  the  question  were  presented  and 
the  Board  decided  that  the  collecting,  storing  or  sorting 
of  rags  be  prohibited.  At  the  same  time,  it  was  voted 
that  the  business  of  collecting,  storing  or  sorting  of  rags 
be  prohibited  in  Attleboro,  except  in  such  places  which 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Health. 

During  the  month  of  March  several  cases  of  cerebro 
spinal  meningitis  broke  out  in  the  family  of  James 
McBride  on  Forest  street.  Every  case  was  fatal.  As 
soon  as  the  Board  became  cognizant  of  the  existence  of 
the  disease  in  the  community,  the  premises  were  strictly 
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quarantined  and  every  precaution  taken  to  prevent  its 
spread.  At  the  same  time,  the  house  in  which  the  initial 
case  had  occurred,  was  thoroughly  fumigated,  which 
was  also  the  case  with  the  McBride  residence  after  the 
death  of  the  last  victim. 

June  5th,  the  Board  visited  the  premises  of  J.  D. 
Corey  on  Wilmarth  street  to  investigate  a complaint 
that  he  was  butchering  tuberculous  cattle  and  selling 
the  meat  in  this  State,  and  to  determine  whether  he 
should  be  granted  a license  to  slaughter  cattle.  After 
carefully  investigating  the  case  it  was  found  that  the 
claim  that  he  was  killing  tuberculous  cattle  was  true,  but 
that  he  properly  disposed  of  the  same,  and  that  he  did 
not  sell  meat  of  any  description  in  this  state.  It  was 
voted  that  he  be  granted  a license  to  butcher  cattle  pro- 
vided that  no  objection  was  made  by  the  State  Board  of 
Cattle  Commissioners  after  the  facts  of  the  case  were 
explained  to  them.  During  the  year  the  Board  has 
made  through  the  courtesy  of  the  Chairman  three  excur- 
sions to  various  parts  of  the  town  investigating  nuis- 
ances and  abating  them  to  the  best  of  its  ability. 

The  attention  of  the  physicians  and  house  holders  of 
the  town  is  called  to  the  law  relating  to  the  reporting  of 
contagious  disease.  There  is  every  reason  to  believe 
that  this  law  has  been  violated  in  connection  with  the 
prevailing  epidemic  of  measles.  There  is  but  one  sug- 
gestion to  make  relating  to  the  plumbing  department, 
that  no  plumbing  shall  be  done  until  the  fixtures  have 
been  thoroughly  tested. 

During  the  latter  part  of  December,  1905,  and  Jan- 
uary, 1906,  the  State  Board  gave  a number  of  lectures  in 
Boston  upon  the  subject  of  “Tuberculosis,  Its  Cause  and 
Treatment,”  from  which  it  was  the  concensus  of  opinion 
that  it  is  induced  by  the  inhalation  of  the  dust  arising 
from  the  dried  sputum  emanating  from  individuals  suf- 
fering from  this  disease ; that  fresh  air,  good  food  and 
proper  care  are  the  best  means  by  which  a cure  can  be 
effected. 
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At  the  same  meetings  it  was  also  shown  that  the  ma- 
jority of  the  diseases  of  childhood  are  preventable,  being 
due  to  improper  food,  impure  milk  or  water  and  unsani- 
tary surroundings,  but  more  than  all  else  to  ignorance  of 
mothers  of  the  proper  care  of  their  children  during  in- 
fancy. 

It  is  within  the  province  of  the  Board  of  Health  to 
see  that  Attleborough  is  provided  with  the  first  three  of 
the  above  adjuncts  of  health,  but  in  order  that  it  may  do 
so  it  is  necessary  that  it  have  the  hearty  co-operation  of 
the  citizens  of  the  town,  otherwise  it  is  seriously  handi- 
capped. 

The  report  shows  177  deaths  in  town  against  178  in 
1904.  The  contagious  diseases  reported  during  the  year 
were  Diphtheria  9,  scarlet  fever  14,  measles  31,  cerebro 
spinal  meningitis  2,  tuberculosis  8,  typhoid  fever  3,  total 
67.  In  1904  there  were  102  cases  of  contagious  disease.

Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Public  Library* 

The  year  1905  was  most  eventful  in  the  history  of  the 
Public  Library  in  Attleborough,  and  its  close,  finds  the 
Trustees  and  other  good  friends  of  the  library  rejoicing 
in  all  that  has  been  accomplished.  The  construction  of 
the  magnificent  building  that  will  be  the  home  of  the 
library  for  many  years  to  come  was  begun  and  is  now 
well  under  way. 

Early  in  the  year  the  Trustees,  acting  with  the  “Ad- 
visory Board,”  which  consists  of  Messrs.  J.  L.  Sweet, 
F.  A.  Newell,  E.  A.  Sweeney,  J.  W.  Wolfenden  and  C. 
H.  Tappan,  decided  that  the  amount  of  funds  pledged 
for  the  erection  of  the  building  was  sufficient  to  warrant 
them  in  asking  the  town  for  authority  to  begin  work  and 
sign  contracts  in  the  name  of  the  town. 

This  permission  was  readily  granted  at  the  annual 
town  meeting  in  March,  and  on  the  seventh  day  of  April 
the  contract  was  awarded  to  Messrs.  Grant  Brothers  of 
Attleboro,  Mr.  E.  O.  Dexter,  a contracting  mason,  being 
associated  with  them. 

One  beautiful  morning  in  April,  the  eighteenth  day, 
Mr.  Harold  E.  Sweet,  acting  as  the  representative  of  his 
father,  removed  the  first  shovelful  of  earth,  and  since 
this  date,  work  has  steadily  progressed  on  the  building. 
The  end  of  the  year  finds  the  building  well  covered  in, 
so  that  work  upon  the  interior  can  be  carried  on  during 
the  cold  months  of  winter. 

The  plans  of  the  architects,  Messrs.  McLean  & Wright 
of  Boston,  are  working  out  to  the  delight  and  satisfac- 
tion of  the  Trustees,  who  rejoice  that  within  another 
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year,  this  beautiful  building,  whose  exterior  is  so  grand 
and  impressive,  and  the  interior  of  which  is  so  well 
adapted  to  the  needs  of  a modern  working  library,  will 
have  begun  its  long  years  of  service  to  the  people. 

During  the  progress  of  the  work,  changes  designed  to 
improve  the  beauty  and  permanency  of  the  structure, 
have  been  made.  Thus,  sand-stone  was  substituted  for 
terra  cotta,  and  copper  roofing  was  used  instead  of  gal- 
vanized iron  and  plastic  slate.  These  changes  added 
largely  to  the  expense,  but  the  Trustees  felt  that  the 
donors  would  desire  only  the  best  and  most  enduring 
construction  obtainable.  A financial  summary  of  the 
amount  received,  and  the  amount  expended  on  the  work 
is  appended. 

In  order  that  the  building  may  be  given  to  the  town 
free  from  all  encumbrances,  it  is  necessary  that  more 
money  should  be  raised,  and  the  Trustees  make  an 
earnest  appeal  for  additional  donations.  Surely  the 
pride  of  no  citizen  will  permit  this  work  to  be  completed 
without  his  having  done  his  part.  The  building  in  its 
present  uncompleted  state,  shows  what  it  will  stand  for, 
for  many  generations,  and  it  is  the  earnest  desire  of  the 
Trustees  that  all  should  contribute  to  the  building  fund. 
Certainly  no  more  worthy  cause  can  appeal  to  any  one 
who  has  the  means  to  give;  and  the  Trustees  hope  that 
this  statement  of  the  needs  of  the  library  will  meet  with 
a prompt  and  generous  response. 

While  the  Trustees  were  rejoicing  over  the  bright 
prospects  of  the  library,  their  hearts  were  saddened  by 
the  death  of  Letitia  S.  Allen,  the  faithful  librarian  for 
nearly  nine  years,  which  occurred  March  21st,  1905. 
Much  of  what  the  library  is  today  is  due  to  her  quiet  and 
unassuming  ability  and  faithfulness,  and  the  Trustees 
who  knew  her  so  well  felt  that  they  voiced  the  senti- 
ments of  the  town  when  they  passed  the  following  reso- 
lutions and  took  the  action  indicated : 

“Whereas,  the  Trustees  having  learned  with  deep 
personal  sorrow  and  regret  of  the  death  of  the  librarian, 
Miss  Letitia  S.  Allen,  be  it  resolved

“That  in  her  removal  by  death  the  town  has  lost  a 
most  efficient  and  conscientious  officer;  the  Trustees  a 
faithful  co-worker,  who  had  endeared  herself  by  untiring 
and  progressive  service,  and  the  community  a high- 
minded  and  worthy  woman ; and  believing  that  the  in- 
fluence of  such  a life  in  this  community  should  be 
marked  in  some  permanent  form,  be  it  further  resolved 
that  it  will  be  our  effort  to  create  a fund  to  be  known  as 
the  Letitia  S.  Allen  Fund,  which  may  be  used  to  provide 
some  useful  and  permanent  article  to  be  placed  in  the 
new  library  building,  in  which  she  took  such  a deep 
interest,  as  a memorial  to  her.” 

Miss  Martha  Tyrie  of  the  Fall  River  public  library 
was  elected  Miss  Allen’s  successor,  and  her  thorough 
preparation  for  the  duties  of  a librarian,  combined  with 
her  natural  executive  ability,  has  made  her  work  most 
gratifying  and  satisfactory  to  the  Trustees.  Her  report 
will  be  found  appended  to  the  report  of  the  Trustees,  and 
we  bespeak  for  it  a careful  and  considerate  reading. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  lost  one  of  its  members  by 
resignation,  Mr.  William  P.  Kelly,  who  removed  from 
town,  and  the  vacancy  thus  made  has  not  been  filled. 

The  usual  financial  report  is  also . appended.  The 
Trustees  recommend  that  the  town  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $3,500.00  for  the  maintenance  of  the  library  for  the 
year  1906.  The  cost  of  sustaining  the  library  in  the  new 
building  can  only  be  determined  by  experience,  but  this 
sum  seems  adequate  for  the  coming  year.

I have  the  honor  to  present  the  annual  report  of  the 
Attleborough  Free  Public  Library,  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1905. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  present  librarian  did  not 
enter  upon  her  duties  until  May  1,  1905,  the  following 
report,  outside  of  the  statistics,  covers  a period  of  eight 
months  only.  u ? 

At  a meeting  of  the  R.  L.  A.  held  in  St.  Louis  last  Sep- 
tember, the  president,  Mr.  F.  M.  Crunden,  made  a strong 
plea  for  the  library  and  its  work,  and  that  we  should 
recognize  and  emphasize  the  educational  work  which  it 
aims  to  carry  on.  “The  school  wields  its  influence  over 
the  average  child  but  a few  years ; the  library  is  an 
active  influence  through  life.” 

“For,  after  all,”  remarks  one  librarian,  “the  American 
educational  idea  of  education  for  all  and  the  ever-present 
opportunity  for  higher  education  to  every  one  who  de- 
sires it,  is  at  the  bottom  of  the  library  movement.  The 
library  is  the  handmaid  of  the  public  school,  the  labora- 
tory of  the  college  and  university,  the  conserver  of  the 
material  of  American  history  and  an  ever-present  invita- 
tion to  self-improvement  of  every  person.” 

It  is  with  this  thought  in  mind  that  we 'Strive  in  every 
possible  way  to  interest  that  large  class  of  young  people 
who  have  not  had  educational  advantages  and  still  must 
face  and  answer  great  questions. 

The  following  reading  lists  have  been  published  in  the 
daily  papers  and  posted  in  the  library  in  the  hope  that 
they  would  turn  the  thoughts  of  these  young  people  to 
serious  reading:  Japan,  Russia,  Gardening,  Photog- 

raphy, Sports,  vanishing  types  of  American  life,  Africa, 
Thanksgiving,  Electricty,  Swedish-Norwegian  crisis, 
Christmas.  Lists  of  new  books  have  been  published  as 
current  news  items  in  the  daily  papers,  and  copies  of 
these  lists  have  been  struck  off  for  distribution  to  the 
borrowers. 
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The  work  of  the  library  in  assisting  members  of  the 
literary  clubs  has  been  most  interesting  and  expressions 
of  appreciation  have  not  been  few. 

Besides  the  reading  lists,  just  spoken  of,  special  and 
specific  references  on  the  different  subjects  discussed  in 
the  clubs  have  been  prepared  and  in  two  instances — the 
Browning  Club  and  the  Mission  Study  Class — biblio- 
graphical lists  have  been  sent. 

Book  Circulation. 

Statistical  tables  from  the  library  records  are  appended 
to  this  report,  from  which  a few  general  results  may  be 
noted. 

During  the  year  the  library  was  open  307  days  or 
every  week  day  except  holidays.  The  general  use  of  the 
library  and  the  amount  of  attention  demanded  from  the 
assistants  has  been  fully  as  great  as  in  past  years. 

The  number  of  borrowers  is  6,768.  The  number  added 
during  the  year  was  535.  The  number  of  volumes  issued 
for  home  use  was  43,010.  -""Daily  average  for  the  year 
was  141.  Largest  issue  of  any  one  day  was  336,  on  Feb. 
11,  1905;  smallest,  50  on  Aug.  15,  1905. 

School  Circulation. 

Books  are  sent  twice  a month  to  six  out-of-town 
schools : Briggs  Corner,  Hebronville,  Dodgeville,  South 

Attleborough,  Turner,  Robinson.  The  circulation  for 
the  year  was  2,632.  The  librarian  wishes  to  thank  the 
teachers  for  their  co-operation  in  taking  care  of 
the  books  after  they  reach  the  schools.  If  it  were  not 
for  their  patience  and  untiring  services,  this  part  of  the 
work  would  suffer. 

Binding. 

During  the  year  252  books  and  magazines  have  been 
bound.  Much  money  is  saved  by  the  careful  supervision 
of  the  assistants,  who  spend  time  and  thought  on  the 
repairing  and  mending  of  the  books. 
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Reference  Department  and  Reading  Room. 

While  no  statistics  have  been  kept,  observation  has 
been  enough  to  show  that  our  quarters  are  inadequate  to 
the  demand.  Nine  weekly,  29  monthly  and  one  quarter- 
ly periodicals  were  received  during  the  year  and  nine 
newspapers,  eight  daily  and  one  weekly,  have  been 
placed  on  the  file.  The  Critic,  Country  Life  in  America 
and  School  Arts  Book  have  been  added  to  this  list. 

Three  educational  magazines  and  two  denominational 
papers  are  received. 

Cataloging  and  Accessioning. 

Five  hundred  and  twelve  new  books  have  been  entered 
during  the  year  1905.  This  includes  all  books  received 
by  purchase,  by  gift  and  by  binding. 

The  number  of  pamphlets  received  is  30. 

Total  number  of  shelf-list  and  catalog  cards  written  is 
1,527.  A Hammond  typewriter  was  purchased  last  sum- 
mer which  takes  care  of  the  clerical  work  in  a very  satis- 
factory manner. 

Children’s  Work. 

Although  the  children  have  no  place  which  can  be 
called  their  own,  they  continue  to  come  to  the  library 
and  are  its  most  appreciative  patrons.  The  total 
number  of  books  charged  on  school  cards  is  16,222, 
which  includes  those  books  sent  to  the  schools. 

On  their  reading  table  may  be  found  .the  following 
magazines : Birds  and  Nature,  Bird  Magazine,  Little 

Folks,  Youth’s  Companion,  St.  Nicholas. 

Sunday  Opening. 

The  library  has  been  open  43  Sundays  with  an  attend- 
ance of  1,838.  A detailed  statement  is  given  in  Appen- 
dix No.  2. 

In  Conclusion. 

The  librarian  solicits  suggestions  in  the  hope  that  the 
material  in  the  library  may  become  better  known  and 
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thereby  made  more  useful  to  the  people  who  seek  help 
or  recreation.  The  assistants  and  librarian  working  to- 
gether believe  that  “the  present  is  full  of  the  past  and 
big  with  the  future.” 

The  librarian  wishes  to  thank  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  for  their  interest  and  co-operation 
and  the  assistants  for  their  cheerful  and  faithful  ser- 
vices.

Report  of  the  Inspector  of 
Wires. 

Frequently  as  we  glance  through  the  daily  papers  we 
are  confronted  with  the  following  headlines : “Building 
Burned,  caused  by  a crossed  electric  light  wire.”  This 
startles  the  layman  and  he  or  she  comes  to  the  con- 
clusion that  all  electric  light  wires  are  dangerous. 

This  is  a wrong  impression,  as  these  fires  very  seldom 
occur  from  the  original  installation,  but  are  caused  by 
ignorance  in  handling  the  system,  and  in  a majority  of 
cases  by  so-called  “Jacks  of  All  Trades,”  who  attempt 
to  install  new  work  or  make  alterations  to  save  the  ex- 
pense of  engaging  a skilled  workman  to  make  such  ad- 
ditions or  alterations.  These  are  numerous  in  the  fac- 
tories and  stores  and  they  know  just  enough  about  the 
art  that  they  don’t  know  that  they  don’t  know. 

The  reports  of  the  various  departments  of  the  town 
are  larger  each  year  and  the  inspector  does  not  think  it 
necessary  to  take  space  in  the  annual  report  to  write  a 
treatise  on  elementary  electricity,  but  the  average  citi- 
zen should  post  himself  and  have  sufficient  knowledge 
of  the  art  to  know  the  dangers  arising  from  improper 
work,  such  as  crossed  wires,  wires  wrapped  around 
steam,  water  or  gas  pipes,  bare  wires,  wires  not  sup- 
ported on  porcelain  knobs  or  cleats,  these  being  a few  of 
the  many  defects  caused  by  amateur  work. 

Another  serious  defect  is  the  over-loading  of  circuits. 
The  insurance  rules  require  that  for  every  12  lights  or 
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for  a capacity  of  600  watts  a seperate  circuit  shall  be  in- 
stalled from  the  main  wires,  and  to  protect  same  a suit- 
able fuse  box  is  to  be  inserted  in  the  circuit  with  proper 
size  fuses.  The  wires  in  these  branch  circuits  are  in- 
stalled with  a factor  of  safety  to  transmit  current  for  the 
number  of  lights  demanded  by  the  insurance  rules,  but 
not  large  enough,  i.  e.  (and  not  necessary)  to  carry  cur- 
rent for  three  times  its  rated  capacity.  In  the  event  of 
the  latter  condition  it  becomes  necessary  to  insert  a fuse 
to  carry  current  greater  than  the  carrying  capacity  of 
the  wire,  and  in  case  of  a short  circuit  or  crossed  wire 
the  insulation  on  the  wire  will  burned  before  the  fuse 
melts.  We  must  remember  that  the  electric  light  system 
is  similar  to  a steam  boiler  that  was  inspected  to  carry  a 
pressure  of  80  pounds.  If  you  should  desire  to  carry 
200  lbs.  would  you  put  this  extra  duty  on  the  boiler  and 
set  the  safety  valve  accordingly?  If  you  did  you  would 
expect  something  to  happen.  This  applies  to  the  safety 
fuses.  It  should  be  rememoered  that  the  electric  light 
system  in  the  town  is  not  an  electric  bell  circuit  operated 
by  a few  cells  of  battery  power  to  supply  the  “juice,” 
but  that  the  electric  light  plant  has  behind  the  system 
2,000  horse  power  and  in  the  event  of  defective  ap- 
pliances something  has  got  to  burn. 

Their  is  about  1,000  horse  power  capacity  in  motors 
in  the  various  factories,  and  I believe  that  after  a motor 
has  been  installed  that  it  is  but  seldom  inspected  by  the 
owner  or  person  in  charge  of  the  same,  only  to  see  that 
it  is  properly  oiled.  The  motors  should  be  thoroughly 
cleaned  and  the  internal  dust  blown  out  by  means  of  a 
bellows  at  least  once  a month. 

In  conclusion  I will  say  that  if  our  watches  require 
repairing  we  certainly  would  not  call  in  a teamster  to 
do  such  work  as  he  would  hardly  be  the  proper  artisan 
to  make  such  repairs.  Now  apply  the  same  methods 
to  your  electric  light  and  power  system  and  engage  the 
services  of  skilled  workmen  in  the  art  for  such  work. 

For  the  benefit  of  those  who  have  not  had  an  appor- 
tunity  to  read  last  year’s  annual  report  we  reprint  here- 
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with  sections  16  and  17  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of 
the  Inspector  of  Wires: 

Sec.  16.  Any  person  or  corporation  who  shall  do  or  attempt 
to  do  any  electrical  construction  work,  whether  original  work 
or  alterations,  without  giving  written  notice  to  the  Inspector 
of  Wires,  or,  after  request  from  said  Inspector,  failing  to  furnish 
him  with  a working  drawing  of  the  proposed  construction  or 
alteration,  and  obtaining  from  him  a written  permit  to  do  such 
work,  may  be  punished  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Section  19,  Chapter  122,  of  the  Revised  Laws. 

Sec.  17.  This  ordinance  shall  not  be  construed  to  relieve  or 
lessen  the  responsibility  of  any  party  owning,  operating  or  con- 
troling  any  electrical  equipment,  for  damages  to  anyone  in- 
jured by  any  defect  therein,  nor  shall  the  Town  be  held  as  as- 
suming any  such  liability  by  reason  of  the  inspection  author- 
ized herein  or  certificates  issued  by  its  agents  and  servants, 
exercising  the  rights  or  powers  given  herein. 

Many  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  overhead 
line  construction  throughout  the  town  last  year,  and 
one  of  the  most  important  was  the  raising  of  all  the 
wires  of  the  several  companies  on  Park  street  in  the 
business  section. 

This  department  has  made  during  the  year  130  in- 
spections.

REPORT  OF  WATER  COMMISSIONERS. 

To  the  Citizens  of  Attleboro : 

The  thirteenth  annual  report  of  the  Water  Commis- 
sioners is  herewith  presented,  as  required  by  the  town 
ordinances.  Appended  will  be  found  the  report  of  the 
Superintendent  and  Registrar,  in  which  detailed  statis- 
tics are  given  of  the  work  of  the  department. 

The  past  year  has  been  the  most  important  in  the 
additions  made  to  the  system  and  the  benefits  to  be  de- 
rived therefrom,  in  the  history  of  the  department.  Im- 
provements in  the  source  of  supply,  begun  during  the 
preceding  year,  have  been  completed  and  a substantial 
betterment  of  the  distribution  system  and  the  effective 
fire  service,  has  been  carried  out.  This  latter  work  has 
involved  the  laying  of  an  additional  main  between  the 
source  of  supply  and  the  town,  so  that  the  community 
is  no  longer  subjected  to  the  risk  of  depending  upon  one 
pipe  line,  and  the  provision  erf  large  storage  capacity,

at  such  an  elevation  that  the  water  necessary  for  any 
conflagration  is  always  available  with  a pressure  suffi- 
cient to  satisfy  the  demands  of  the  most  strenuous  un- 
derwriter. It  is  believed  that  the  improvements  as  car- 
ried out,  put  Attleboro  beyond  criticism  from  the  stand- 
point of  fire  protection  and  in  a condition  approached 
by  few,  if  any,  communities  in  the  country. 

Before  these  improvements  were  brought  about,  it 
was  necessary  to  start  the  pumps  in  case  of  fire,  cutting- 
out  the  old  standpipe  by  closing  a valve,  so  that  it  would 
not  overflow  under  the  higher  pressure  required  for  fire 
pressure.  Such  a method  of  operation  from  the  stand- 
point of  safety  and  immediate  availability,  cannot  be 
said  to  compare  with  that  now  furnished,  when  with 
duplicate  mains  in  use  and  1,500,000  gallons  of  water 
stored  above  the  elevation  of  the  top  of  the  old  stand- 
pipe, any  number  of  fire  streams  with  a sufficient  pres- 
sure for  all  purposes,  can  be  instantly  brought  to  bear 
at  an  early  stage  of  the  conflagration.  That  these  con- 
ditions must  impress  themselves  upon  the  underwriters 
and  result  in  decreased  insurance  rates,  is  believed  to  be 
beyond  question.  To  this  end  it  is  intended  to  have  a 
demonstration  of  fire  streams  and  pressures,  for  . the 
benefit  of  the  insurance  men,  in  the  near  future. 

The  most  interesting  and  important  part  of  the  work 
done  in  effecting  the  recent  improvements,  is  the  stand- 
pipe which  affords  the  storage  capacity,  already  de- 
scribed. It  is  situated  on  Ide’s  Hill,  at  a point  where  the 
surface  of  the  ground  is  at  an  elevation  252  feet  above 
tide,  and  is  50  feet  in  diameter  and  100  feet  high,  holding 
1,500,000  gallons  of  water.  The  particular  interest  in 
this  standpipe  arises  from  the  character  of  its  construc- 
tion, reinforced  concrete  being  used  instead  of  steel 
plates,  as  is  usually  the  case. 

The  Commissioners  were  led  to  choose  this  type  of 
structure  because  of  the  lessened  cost  of  maintenance 
and  depreciation,  under  the  action  of  the  local  water 
which,  as  is  known  to  all  consumers,  has  a peculiar  cor- 
roding capacity  for  steel.  The  base  of  the  tank  is  of  con- 
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crete  carried  below  frost  to  a foundation  of  hard  pan ; 
the  walls,  which  are  18  inches  thick  at  the  bottom  and  8 
inches  at  the  top,  are  of  Portland  cement,  mixed  in  the 
proportion  of  one  part  cement,  two  parts  sand  and  four 
parts  stone,  and  reinforced  with  circular  steel  bars,  gen- 
erally \]/2  inches  in  diameter,  spaced  in  one  or  two  rows 
and  as  close  together  vertically  as  the  bursting  stress  at 
different  heights  makes  necessary. 

After  the  placing  of  the  foundation,  a temporary  hard 
pine  tower  was  erected  to  support  the  derricks  and 
working  platforms,  and  the  walls  were  then  carried  up 
by  movable  inside  and  outside  forms  in  two  sets,  the 
lower  being  loosened  and  moved  up  above  the  upper  set, 
as  the  work  progressed. 

Great  care  was  taken  in  the  selection  of  sand  and 
stone  and  in  mixing  and  placing  the  concrete;  The  mix- 
ing was  done  by  machine,  and  the  concrete  raised  by  a 
derrick  to  the  platforms  carried  on  the  interior  tower, 
from  which  it  was  shovelled  into  the  space  between  the 
inner  and  outer  forms  and  thoroughly  spaded  and  ram- 
med. 

The  tank  is  covered  by  a Gustavino  tile  dome  and  may 
be  said  to  be  a masonry  structure  throughout. 

In  many  ways  the  building  of  this  standpipe  required 
the  devising  of  new  methods  of  construction  and  the 
work  was  consequently  slow,  the  tank  not  being  com- 
pleted before  cold  weather  set  in.  This  made  it  impos- 
sible to  apply  the  interior  coat  of  plaster  and  the  struc- 
ture has  therefore,  not  been  as  yet  accepted  by  the  Com- 
missioners. By  agreement  with  the  contractors,  who 
assumed  all  risks,  it  is  being  used  during  the  present 
winter.  When  first  built,  a considerable  number  of  leaks 
were  in  evidence,  but  these  have  largely  stopped  and  at 
the  present  time  the  leakage  is  very  small.  When  the 
pressure  to  which  the  thin  concrete  walls  are  subjected 
and  the  great  area  of  these  walls  is  considered  this  small 
leakage  is  considered  a most  successful  outcome  of  the 
work.  With  the  interior  coat  of  plaster  in  place  it  is  an- 
ticipated that  all  leakage  will  be  stopped.

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As  the  construction  of  this  standpipe  involved  a very 
careful  study  from  an  engineer’s  standpoint  and  also  by 
the  contractors,  the  Commissioners  feel  that  too  much 
credit  cannot  be  given  to  Mr.  F.  A.  Barbour,  the  en- 
gineer for  the  town,  for  the  amount  of  personal  time,  in 
study,  thought  and  energy  he  has  spent  trying  to  make 
these  entire  improvements,  that  have  been  completed 
this  year,  a success. 

We  also  wish  to  state  that  the  Aberthaw  Construction 
Company,  the  contractors  who  built  the  stand  pipe,  have, 
we  believe,  spared  no  expense  to  make  this  work  as  near 
perfect  as  possible  and  when  it  is  completed  it  will  be  a 
credit  to  them  as  well  as  to  the  town. 

At  a later  date  a more  detailed  description  of  the 
standpipe  and  of  the  methods  of  construction  and  of  its 
cost  will  be  given. 

Department’s  Growth. 

To  show  the  continuous  growth  of  the  department  * 
since  1898  the  following  table  is  computed  and  the  com- 
parison is  very  interesting  when  we  consider  the  in- 
crease of  main  pipe  and  income,  the  decrease  in  cost  to 
the  town,  together  with  the  additional  amount  to  be 
placed  in  the  sinking  fund  and  the  increase  of  interest  on 
bonds  amounting  to  $3,000  more  this  year  than  last,  it 
shows  plainly  that  all  the  improvements  made  have  been 
a good  investment  for  the  town,  as  well  as  putting  the 
department  on  a footing  second  to  none  in  New  Eng- 
land. 

We  should  be  pleased  to  have  every  tax  payer  study 
this  table  of  comparison  and  make  a thorough  investiga- 
tion of  the  entire  system  as  we  feel  that  those  who  do  so 
will  be  convinced  that  it  is  run  on  business  principles. 

The  cost  to  the  town  this  year  for  the  public  water 
was  $2,000.00  and  this  amount  is  very  small  when  we 
consider  the  amount  used  and  the  fire  protection  fur- 
nished with  352  hydrants  and  all  the  private  fire  con- 
nections.

The  table  shows  a continual  reduction  in  the  appro- 
priation made  by  the  town  for  the  support  of  the  work. 
In  1905  this  appropriation  was  $2,000;  during  the  com- 
ing year  despite  the  increased  interest  charge  and  the 
setting  aside  of  an  additional  $500  for  the  sinking  fund, 
it  is  proposed  to  ask  for  only  $1,000  from  the  town.  This 
means  that  the  gain  in  income  or  the  reduction  in  ex- 
pense during  the  coming  year,  will  have  to  amount  to 
$4,500.  It  is  believed  that  by  careful  management,  this 
can  be  effected. 

The  inquiry  is  frequently  made,  When  will  the  water 
works  be  self-supporting?  By  this  it  is  intended  to  ask, 
when  will  it  be  no  longer  necessary  to  call  on  the  town 
for  an  appropriation.  As  indicated  above,  we  are  rapidly 
approaching  this  condition,  but  it  is  well  to  point  out 
that  there  is  a debatable  question  as  to  whether  it  is  wise 
to  reduce  the  town’s  appropriation  to  a minimum.  By 
so  doing  the  entire  expense  of  the  department  is  thrown 
on  the  water  consumers,  who  not  only  pay  for  the  water 
they  use,  but  must  pay  for  the  fire  protection  of  the  com- 
munity, which  has  involved  a very  considerable  part  of 
the  total  money  expended  in  the  water  works,  at  least 
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40%  of  the  entire  cost.  This  fire  protection  is  of  value 
to  the  tax  payer  in  proportion  to  the  value  of  his  prop- 
erty, rather  than  in  the  ratio  of  the  amount  of  water 
used  by  him,  and  it  is  therefore  apparent  that  the  bene- 
fits of  fire  protection  can  be  more  equitably  assessed  in 
proportion  to  the  valuation  of  property  through  the  gen- 
eral tax  levy  than  by  the  water  rates.  To  illustrate  the 
situation,  a large  firm  or  corporation,  with  a valuation  of 
several  hundred  thousand  dollars  might  locate  in  town, 
or  may  be  already  here,  who  do  not  buy  water  from  the 
town,  but  pump  their  own  supply,  although  they  derive 
all  the  benefit  of  public  fire  protection  together  with 
private  fire  connections  and  sprinklers,  thereby  reducing 
their  insurance  to  the  minimum,  yet  do  not  contribute  to 
the  support  of  the  water  department  under  the  present 
conditions. 

For  this  reason  it  is  a serious  question  whether,  in- 
stead of  reducing  the  appropriation  of  the  town  to  noth- 
ing, it  should  not  be  increased  to  a reasonable  charge  for 
the  hydrants  and  other  public  services.  This  would  not 
increase  the  expenses  of  the  department  or  subject  the 
citizens  to  any  greater  charges,  it  would  only  involve  a 
redistribution  of  the  assessment. 

If  the  works  were  in  the  hands  of  a water  company 
the  amount  which  would  be  paid  at  the  lowest  possible 
cost  for  public  service  might  be  estimated  as  follows : 

352  hydrants  at  $30.00 $10,560.00 

Street  sprinkling,  5 carts 1,400.00 

Public  buildings  and  street  department  work.  . 1,300.00 
Drinking  fountains  500.00

If  this  amount  were  to  be  contributed  by  the  town  it 
would  reduce  the  money  to  be  raised  from  the  consum- 
ers. While  to  a great  extent  this  is  in  effect,  a matter  of 
book-keeping,  it  is  felt  by  the  commissioners  that  the 
time  may  arrive  when  if  all  income  is  to  be  derived  from 
the  consumers,  assessments  out  of  proportion  to  the  ben- 
efits obtained  may  result. 
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Well. 

The  new  well  was  put  into  use  in  December,  1904,  but 
the  roof  was  not  put  on  until  spring,  as  it  was  not 
deemed  advisable  to  lay  the  tile  in  cold  weather.  Work 
was  begun  on  the  roof  the  15th  of  April  and  completed 
May  2,  then  the  grading  was  finished,  so  that  all  the 
work  connected  with  well  was  completed.  The  results 
obtained  from  the  new  well  and  conduit  in  regard  to  the 
amount  of  water  obtained  are  far  beyond  the  expecta- 
tions of  the  commissioners  and  engineer  and  most  pleas- 
ing as  we  believe  there  will  be  an  abundant  supply  for 
many  years  to  come. 

A comparison  of  the  difference  of  the  past,  when  there 
was  only  the  old  well,  and  the  present,  with  both  wells 
and  ^nduit,  is  interesting  and  gives  some  idea  of  the  ex- 
tra mount  of  water  obtained  by  these  improvements.- 

When  we  were  pumping  on  the  old  well,  the  pump 
runTimg  at  its  normal  capacity,  which  is  3,000,000  gal- 
lons in  twenty-four  hours,  it  would  lower  the  well  23 
leet  in  3 hours.  After  that  time  the  pump  would  have 
to  be  slowed  down  to  the  limit,  which  is  about  18  revo- 
lutions per  minute,  in  order  to  keep  the  water  over  the 
suction  pipe,  and  it  would  hardly  be  possible  to  get  over 
1,000,000  gallons  from  the  well  in  24  hours. 

On  November  11,  1905,  we  began  pumping  to  fill  the 
new  standpipe,  the  pump  was  started  at  3 :45  p.  m.  Sat- 
urday and  run  continuously  until  1 145  p.  m.  Sunday,  No- 
vember 12,  making  22  hours.  The  total  amount  pumped 
in  that  time  was  1,977,080  gallons,  lowering  the  well 
just  7 feet,  and  after  it  dropped  to  that  point  the  pump 
could  not  gain  on  the  well  in  the  least. 

At  that  time  we  were  pumping  through  the  old  force 
main  only,  and  the  friction  was  so  great  that  we  could 
not  run  the  pump  to  its  full  capacity.  At  the  present 
time  with  both  mains  in  use  there  is  no  doubt  but  what 
there  could  be  3,000,000  gallons  taken  out  of  the  well  in 
24  hours  without  lowering  over  8 to  10  feet.  We  be- 
lieve that  the  old  well  should  have  a new  roof  similar  to

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the  new  well,  as  it  will  very  soon  need  repairing,  and 
the  cost  of  a tile  roof  is  very  little  more  than  of  wood, 
but  is  permanent,  otherwise  the  well  is  in  perfect  condi- 
tion. 


Recommendations. 

Recommend  that  the  commissioners  be  authorized  to 
sell  land  now  owned  by  the  Town  Water  Department, 
if,  in  their  judgment,  it  is  for  the  best  interest  of  the 
town. 

Recommend  that  the  matter  of  furnishing  water  to 
Norton  should  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Water  Com- 
missioners, as  there  would  have  to  be  a very  thorough 
investigation  before  anything  could  be  decided. 

Recommend  that  the  sum  of  $1,000  be  appropriated 
by  the  town,  together  with  the  receipts  from  the  depart- 
ment for  the  maintenance  and  contribution  to  the  sink- 
ing fund,  making  the  amount  to  be  placed  in  the  sinking 
fund  $6,500.00.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Water  Commissioners: 

Gentlemen — I submit  the  following  report  of  the  con- 
dition and  operation  of  the  Water  Department  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1905 : 

During  January,  February  and  March  there  was  con- 
stant freezing  of  service  pipes.  The  department  thawed 
out  over  two  hundred  and  many  were  from  5 to  6 feet 
deep.  There  were  more  than  in  the  previous  year,  but 
the  department  was  better  prepared  to  take  care  of  the 
work,  and  were  able  to  do  the  same  at  less  expense.  On 
February  20.  the  8-inch  main  to  Briggs  Corner  was 
frozen  from  a point  near  the  Solomon  Sanatorium  to 
the  end  of  the  line.  Every  effort  was  made  to  thaw  it. 
but  without  success,  and  it  continued  frozen  until  April 
9.  making  a total  of  48  days.  The  freezing  was  on  ac- 
count of  the  small  quantity  of  water  used,  as  the  pipe 
would  hardly  freeze  on  top  of  ground  if  there  was  a good 
circulation. 

Steps  will  be  taken  in  the  future  to  prevent  this  trou- 
ble by  opening  a hydrant  at  the  end  cf  the  line  should 
there  be  extreme  cold  weather. 

Extension  of  Mains. 

The  work  of  laying  new  mains  was  begun  the  21st  of 
March,  but  prior  to  this  Snell  street,  running  from 
Thacher  street  to  top  of  hill,  where  the  standpipe  is  lo- 
cated. had  been  graded  ready  for  the  24-inch  pipe. 

This  pipe  was  laid  first,  being  connected  to  the  old  14- 
inch  force  main  on  Thacher  street,  so  as  to  furnish 
water  for  the  construction  of  the  standpipe.  This  line 
was  completed  in  April,  then  the  24-inch  on  Thacher 
street  was  laid,  next  the  20-inch  on  County  street,  which 
was  completed  July  11.  Work  was  then  started  on  the 
16-inch  force  main  from  station  to  standpipe,  a distance 
of  7.300  feet,  and  as  this  line  of  pipe  was  across  country, 
a road  had  to  be  built  the  entire  distance.  There  were 
several  cuts  and  fills,  also  a swamp  to  pass  through  of 
1.200  feet,  with  abutments  to  build  at  Tiffany  street. 
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where  the  pipe  crosses  the  stream.  As  the  pipe  is  now 
laid,  it  is  very  near  a straight  line  from  standpipe  to 
station,  and  on  this  pipe  line  the  road  is  in  very  good 
condition  to  drive  over,  but  not  safe  as  a public  way. 
When  laying  the  pipe  on  Thacher  street  it  was  neces- 
sary to  widen  the  street  the  entire  distance  that  the  pipe 
was  laid.  A part  of  the  way  was  expensive  work,  as 
there  was  a ledge,  most  of  which  was  composed  of  what 
is  called  rotten  stone,  and  was  very  hard  to  blast,  while 
the  rest  of  the  way  was  hard  pan.  There  were  several 
hundred  feet  of  street  where  the  grade  was  raised,  be- 
tween what  is  known  as  the  Bushee  Farm  and  the  Perl 
Cole  Place.  The  Water  Department  made  the  fill  with 
chip  stones  from  the  ledge  that  was  blasted  out  to  widen 
the  street  and  these  were  covered  with  gravel,  making  a 
very  good  street.  On  Tiffany  street,  where  the  pipe 
crosses  the  street,  there  was  a low  place,  so  the  street 
was  brought  up  to  grade  for  about  300  feet,  the  deepest 
fill  being  3 feet.  Both  of  these  streets  have  been  bene- 
fited by  the  laying  of  the  pipe,  and  it  would  have  made 
quite  an  expense  to  the  street  department  if  done  by 
them.  The  Superintendent  of  Streets  has  fully  appre- 
ciated the  work  and  given  this  department  help  when- 
ever he  could  do  so.  The  16-inch  force  main  was  com- 
pleted October  11.  Then  the  Lona  Cutt  extension  was 
started,  and  when  that  was  finished  the  next  to  be  laid 
was  the  12-inch  main  on  Dennis  street,  which  was  com- 
pleted December  30.  During  the  time  these  long  lines 
were  being  laid  there  was  another  force  of  men  laying 
short  extensions  of  6-inch  pipe  and  smaller  sizes. 

Nearly  all  of  the  pipe  laid  this  year  has  been  through 
very  hard  digging  and  ledge,  having  used  nearly  two 
tons  of  dynamite  in  blasting. 

Much  more  preliminary  work  had  to  be  done  before 
laying  the  pipe  than  was  expected,  yet  on  the  whole 
amount  laid  the  cost  was  $6,400  less  than  estimated. 
This  saving  was  made  by  the  department  doing  its  own 
work,  as  the  ledge  work  alone  would  have  amounted  to 
more  than  that  extra  under  contract.

During  the  year  we  have  put  in  ioo  new  service  con- 
nections and  replaced  30  old  services  with  cement  lined 
pipe.

320  feet  sold  to  plumbers  for  use  inside  cellars. 

A total  of  7,314  feet,  or  1.4  miles  of  service  pipe. 

Hydrants. 

There  were  17  new  hydrants  set,  making  the  total 
number  352.  Three  old  ones  have  been  replaced  with 
new  ones.  All  have  been  flushed,  the  dead  ends  being 
flushed  weekly  through  the  summer  months.  There 
have  been  15  repaired,  and  9 of  these  were  in  South  At- 
tleboro and  on  Washington  street,  where  the  sprinkling 
carts  take  water.  There  were  6 gates  placed  on  hy- 
drants for  that  use,  although  the  driver  often  stops  at 
the  nearest  hydrant,  takes  off  the  cap  and  turns  on  the 
water  to  fill  his  cart.  The  opening  and  closing  of  these 
valves  so  often  causes  a cutting  of  the  seat  of  the  valves, 
which  invariably  makes  a leak.  A number  of  times  the 
driver  would  leave  the  cap  off  until  he  was  through 
with  the  day’s  work ; by  so  doing  there  was  great  dan- 
ger of  some  one  dropping  stones  or  other  obstacles  into 
the  hydrants,  making  them  useless  for  fire  protection, 
for  which  they  were  intended.  This  matter  has  been 
mentioned  in  every  report  for  a number  of  years,  and 
South  Attleboro  is  the  only  place  where  they  are  used 
for  sprinkling  purposes.  We  would  advise  the  install- 
ing of  stand  pipes  as  early  in  the  spring  as  possible. 
There  seems  to  be  a feeling  among  some  of  the  town 
employees  that  because  they  work  for  the  town  in  some 
capacity  it  gives  them  the  right  to  open  hydrants  when- 
ever they  wish  to,  which  is  entirely  wrong  as  they  have 
no  more  right  than  any  other  citizen  unless  authorized 
to  do  so  by  the  heads  of  their  departments  who  have 
had  authority  from  the  Water  Commissioners.  There 
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has  been  some  trouble  in  this  line  from  large  corpora- 
tions and  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  are  not  familiar 
with  the  laws  of  the  Water  Department  we  print  the 
following : 

“Section  io.  If  any  person  shall  turn  on  or  turn  off 
the  water  in  any  public  water  pipes  or  reservoirs  with- 
out the  license  of  the  Water  Board  he  shall  be  liable  to 
a penalty  of  not  less  than  $3  nor  more  than  $20,  upon 
conviction  thereof  before  a trial  justice  or  court  having 
jurisdiction  of  offenses  arising  under  town  by-laws.” 

Private  Fire  Connections. 

There  was  only  one  application  for  fire  connection, 
which  was  at  Bronson  Block,  making  a total  of  25  now 
in  use.  During  the  coming  year  it  is  hoped  that  an  in- 
spection will  be  made  of  all  these  connections  by  the 
department  and  all  private  hydrants  and  valves  con- 
nected with  the  town  system  will  be  sealed. 

Leaks. 

The  total  number  of  leaks  was  44;  of  these  19  were  on 
services,  14  of  which  were  caused  by  electrolysis,  15  on 
hydrants,  4 on  gates  and  6 on  mains.  The  number  of 
leaks  on  the  mains  is  very  small  when  we  consider  the 
total  of  44.8  miles  with  one  leak  to  every  7.4  miles,  thus 
showing  the  system  to  be  in  very  good  condition. 

Gate  Valves. 

There  have  been  68  new  gates  set,  83  new  gate  boxes 
and  16  brought  to  grade  while  there  have  been  only  4 
leaks  on  gates. 

All  of  the  24-inch  and  20-inch  gates  put  in  there  have 
had  man  holes  built  around  them.  On  Thacher  street, 
at  the  junction  of  Snell  street,  there  is  a gate  chamber 
16x19  feet,  built  of  brick  with  concrete  roof  and  bot- 
tom, Containing  5 gates,  2 24-inch,  3 14-inch,  and  one  of 
the  14-inch  is  hydraulic,  operated  by  an  electric  valve. 
This  gate  is  to  shut  off  the  old  14-inch  force  main,  and 
in  case  of  a break  can  be  operated  from  the  pumping 
station  or  work  shop.

Pumping  Station. 

A number  of  improvements  have  been  made  at  the 
pumping  station,  among  which  to  be  completed  was  the 
air  and  boiler  feed  pump  that  was  attached  to  the  Barr 
pumping  engine.  This  improvement  has  made  a great 
saving  in  coal  and  largely  increased  the  duty  of  the 
pump.  By  having  this  pump  installed  and  with  the 
well  so  that  the  pump  could  run  at  its  normal  speed  we 
did  not  use  as  much  coal  by  75  tons  this  year  as  last  to 
pump  the  same  amount  of  water. 

The  Deane  pump  has  been  overhauled  and  new  water 
plungers  put  in  and  is  now  in  perfect  working  order,  all 
other  machinery  in  the  station  being  kept  in  the  best 
possible  condition. 

The  boilers  are  in  very  good  condition  for  the  amount 
of  steam  pressure  we  are  now  carrying,  which  is  about 
100  lbs.  They  have  been  in  constant  use  for  thirteen 
years  and  we  consider  that  more  pressure  would  be  un- 
safe. Under  the  new  conditions  we  shall  carry  a steam 
pressure  of  about  125  lbs.,  by  so  doing  we  could  get  bet- 
ter efficiency  from  the  pump  and  further  reduce  the  con- 
sumption of  coal.  Probably  new  boilers  will  have  to  be 
put  in  the  coming  year.  We  are  now  considering  the 
advisability  of  retaining  the  old  boilers  as  a further  fac- 
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tor  of  safety.  In  case  of  accident  that  would  give  a com- 
plete duplicate  system  and  under  these  conditions  it 
would  seem  impossible  that  anything  could  happen  to 
prevent  furnishing  the  town  with  water. 

To  make  the  connection  to  the  new  1 6-inch  main  at 
station  it  was  necessary  to  put  in  a gate  chamber  for 
the  hydraulic  gates  which  are  9 feet  long.  After  a study 
of  the  situation  it  seemed  advisable  to  build  a basement 
and  foundation  for  future  extension  of  the  pumping 
station  which  will  be  necessary  when  a new  pump  is  in- 
stalled, possibly  within  ten  years.  A foundation  was 
built  of  concrete  walls  24  inches  thick,  extending  out  in 
front  of  the  present  station  15  feet,  and  33  feet  4 inches 
long  with  the  length  the  same  as  the  present  pump  room. 
This  basement  is  covered  with  a concrete  floor  that  is  on 
a level  with  the  present  floor  in  the  station  and  is  now 
covered  with  loam  which  will  be  left  so  until  built  upon. 
During  the  summer  the  stream  from  the  bridge  to  the 
pond  was  straightened,  the  banks  sloped  and  riprapped, 
thus  greatly  improving  the  looks,  besides  making  an 
unobstructed  water  course.  The  grounds  have  been 
well  cared  for  and  are  being  gradually  improved. 

Consumption  of  Water. 

The  consumption  of  water  this  year  is  2,167,072  gal- 
lons less  than  last  year,  largely  due  to  the  extra  amount 
pumped  last  year  on  account  of  the  construction  of  the 
new  well.  This  year  there  has  been  over  15,000,000  gal- 
lons pumped  outside  of  that  used  in  regular  consump- 
tion for  filling  the  new  stand  pipe.  In  the  last  two  years 
it  has  been  impossible  to  get  just  the  real  amount  per 
capita.  I speak  of  this  to  show  that  the  amount  given  in 
the  statistics  is  based  on  the  total  amount  pumped. 

Following  are  tables  showing  condensed  pumping  re- 
cords for  the  year  and  copies  of  the  analyses  made  from 
samples  of  water  taken  from  both  wells  which  are  con- 
nected by  conduit.

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ATTLEBOROUGH  WATER  WORKS. 

Water  Ordinances. 

Section  i.  Water  Commissioners  shall,  at  their  first 
meeting  after  the  annual  town  election,  choose  from 
their  number  a chairman.  Two  members  shall  be  a 
quorum  for  the  exercise  of  the  powers  and  performance 
of  the  duties  of  the  Water  Commissioners.  The  Com- 
missioners may  appoint  and  remove  at  their- discretion 
a clerk,  who  shall  also  be  Water  Registrar,  a superin- 
tendent and  such  employes  or  agents  as  they  may  deem 
necessary,  and  may  prescribe  their  duties.  They  may 
fix  the  salaries  of  such  clerk,  employees  and  agents  sub- 
ject to  the  instructions  and  control  of  the  town. 

Sec.  2.  The  Water  Board  shall  have  the  exclusive 
and  entire  charge,  superintendence  and  oversight  of  all 
lands,  structures,  works  and  apparatus  designed  and  pro- 
vided for  obtaining  and  supplying  pure  water  for  the 
uses  of  the  town.  They  shall  have  the  exclusive  control 
and  management  of  the  uses,  repairs  and  extensions  of 
such  works  and  structures,  whether  newly  determined 
upon  or  otherwise. 

Sec.  3.  The  Water  Board  shall  have  control  and 
jurisdiction  over  all  sources  of  supply  possessed  by  the 
town,  and  all  lands  appurtenant  thereto,  owned  or  law- 
fully controlled  by  the  town,  and  they  may  exercise  all 
rights  as  to  entry  upon  and  passage  over  private  prem- 
ises which  now  are  or  may  become  vested  in  the  town, 
belonging  or  relating  to  the  management  of  the  water 
works  and  supply  of  water. 

Sec.  4.  The  Water  Board  shall  use  diligent  care  for 
the  protection  and  security  of  all  sources  of  water  from 
which  a supply  is  obtained,  so  that  , the  purity  thereof 
may  not  be  impaired. 

Sec.  5.  The  Water  Board  shall,  as  often  as  once  in 
each  calendar  month,  meet  and  examine  all  bills  and 
claims  incurred  by  them  in  the  prosecution  of  their  duty 
and  all  claims  approved  shall  be  certified  by  them  before 
payment  of  the  same  by  the  Town  Treasurer. 
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The  Water  Board  shall  keep  a full  record  of  their 
proceedings,  and  they  shall  at  the  annual  town  meeting 
make  a report  in  detail  to  the  town  of  their  official  acts 
and  doings  for  the  year  preceding  with  estimates  of 
expenditures  and  receipts  for  the  year  succeeding,  and 
such  suggestions  and  recommendations  as  may  seem  to 
them  for  the  benefit  of  the  town. 

Sec.  6.  The  Water  Board  shall  make  all  proper 
arrangements  for  the  sufficient  supply  of  water  for  use 
at  fires,  and  for  furnishing  the  same  in  the  most  efficient 
and  suitable  manner.  They  shall,  in  consultation  with 
the  Selectmen,  arrange  for  such  supply  of  water  as  may 
be  required  for  operating  any  public  fountains,  or 
ornamental  public  water  works,  for  flushing,  and 
cleansing  public  sewers  and  drains,  for  sprinkling 
streets,  and  for  any  other  use  clearly  distinct  from  that 
of  ordinary  water  takers. 

Sec.  7.  The  Water  Board  shall  have  exclusive  charge 
of  the  supply  of  water,  may  make  all  the  necessary 
arrangements  therefor,  and  such  rules  and  regulations 
and  rates  as  they  may  deem  to  be  judicious. 

Sec.  8.  The  following  rules  and  regulations  are 
hereby  established,  and,  together  with  such  rules,  regula- 
tions and  rates  as  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  made  by 
the  Water  Board,  under  the  authority  of  the  preceding 
section,  shall  be  considered  a part  of  the  contract  with 
every  person  who  takes  the  water,  and  the  fact  of  taking 
shall  be  considered  as  expressing  assent  on  the  part  of 
the  taker  to  be  bound  thereby. 

Whenever  any  of  them  is  violated,  although  two  or 
more  parties  may  receive  the  water  through  the  same 
pipe,  the  water  shall  be  cut  off  and  not  let  on  again 
except  by  order  of  the  Water  Board,  and  on  payment  of 
one  dollar,  and  in  case  of  such  violation,  any  payment 
for  the  water  by  the  person  committing  such  violation 
shall  be  forfeited. 
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Rules  and  Regulations. 

1.  Application  for  the  use  of  water  must  be  made  ' 
in  writing  at  the  office  of  the  Water  Registrar  in  the 
prescribed  form,  and  must  state  fully  and  truly  the  use 
to  which  it  is  to  be  applied. 

No  water  shall  be  supplied  by  takers  to  persons  not 
entitled  to  its  use. 

2.  All  persons  taking  the  water  shall  keep  the  service 
pipes  within  their  premises  in  good  repair  and  protected 
from  frost  at  their  own  expense,  and  they  shall  be  held 
liable  for  all  damages  resulting  from  their  failure  to  do 
so.  They  shall  provide  a stop  and  waste  cock,  to  be 
properly  located  inside  the  building,  and  have  the  pipes 
so  arranged  that  the  water  can  be  drawn  from  them 
whenever  there  is  danger  of  its  freezing. 

3.  They  shall  prevent  all  voluntary  waste  of  water, 
and  shall  not  allow  water  to  run  through  their  fixtures 
to  prevent  freezing,  and  there  shall  be  no  concealment 
of  the  purpose  for  which  the  water  is  used. 

4.  No  alteration  shall  be  made  in  any  of  the  pipes 
or  fixtures  inserted  by  the  town  except  by  persons 
authorized  by  the  Water  Board,  who  shall  be  allowed 
to  enter  the  premises  to  examine  the  apparatus,  the 
quantity  of  water  used  and  the  manner  of  its  use  and  to 
ascertain  whether  there  is  any  unnecessary  waste. 

5.  The  town  reserves  to  itself  the  right,  whenever 
the  Water  Board  deems  it  necessary  to  repair  the  works, 
to  shut  off  the  water  in  whole  or  in  part. 

6.  The  Water  Registrar  or  Superintendent,  or  their 
agents  or  assistants  may  enter  the  premises  of  any  water 
taker  to  examine  the  quantity  used  and  the  manner  of 
its  use  and  to  cut  off  the  water  for  non-payment  of  rents 
or  fines,  or  any  violations  of  these  regulations  or  for  any 
other  necessary  purpose  connected  with  the  discharge 
of  their  duties. 

7.  Owners  shall  be  responsible  for  water  supplied  to 
their  premises.  When  water  is  supplied  to  more  than 
one  taker  through  a single  service,  the  bill  may  be  made 
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either  to  the  owner  of  the  estate  or  by  the  direction  of 
the  owner  to  the  tenants ; but  in  case  ot  non-payment 
the  water  may  be  shut  off,  notwithstanding  one  or  more 
takers  may  have  paid  their  proportion  to  such  owner  or 
the  town. 

8.  A taker  may  be  required  at  any  time  to  attach  to 
the  service  pipe  of  his  premises  a meter  of  suitable  size, 
when  at  the  discretion  of  the  Water  Board  it  seems  for 
the  interest  of  the  town.  And  in  all  such  cases  the  rates 
for  the  current  year  shall  be  adjusted  by  the  meter  read- 
ings, even  if  a bill  by  fixture  rates  has  already  been 
settled. 

9.  All  service  pipe  and  stop  cocks  will  be  supplied 
and  put  down  to  the  sidewalk  line  by  the  town.  All 
work  beyond  the  sidewalk  line  shall  be  done  under  the 
direction  and  approval  of  the  Water  Board  by  the  water 
taker  and  at  his  expense  both  for  labor  and  material. 

10.  In  all  cases  of  non-payment  of  water  rent  in 
thirty  days  after  the  same  is  due,  or  violating  the  above 
rules  the  water  may  be  shut  off.  The  sum  of  $1  will  be 
charged  for  letting  it  on. 

11.  After  January  1,  1902,  no  person  or  persons  will 
be  allowed  to  connect  two  or  more  houses  together 
through  one  service  connection  with  the  main  water  pipe 
unless  by  special  permit  from  the  Water  Board;  and  if 
any  are  so  connected  in  the  future  without  permission 
the  water  may  be  shut  off  from  the  service  in  use  until  a 
new  service  connection  is  made  with  the  connecting 
house. 

On  all  services  where  two  or  more  houses  are  now 
connected  through  one  service  the  owner  shall  not 
have  the  benefit  of  the  sliding  scale  of  water  rates  until 
the  average  of  each  house  so  connected  amounts  to  the 
same  as  allowed  by  the  same  rates  for  a single  house. 

12.  The  Water  Board  reserves  to  itself  the  right  to 
shut  off  the  water  at  the  street  service  from  the  property 
of  any  person  or  persons  disconnecting  or  taking  out  a 
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water  meter  on  their  premises  without  permission,  and 
water  so  turned  off  shall  not  be  let  on  again  until  a 
satisfactory  settlement  for  same  offense  is  made  with 
the  Water  Board. 

13.  All  persons  or  firms  wishing  to  have  private 
hydrants  cr  sprinklers  connected  with  the  town  water 
supply  shall  make  application  to  the  Water  Board  and 
sign  an  application  for  same,  by  which  they  agree  to 
comply  with  the  by-laws  of  the  department,  and  also  file 
a plan  of  piping  for  the  entire  system  and  the  water  will 
not  be  turned  on  until  the  system  is  inspected  by  the 
Board  or  their  representatives. 

The  Water  Board  shall  inspect  the  system  as  often 
as  they  deem  necessary,  and  if  any  repairs  are  necessary 
they  shall  be  made  by  them  at  the  expense  of  the  owner. 

All  outside  piping  connecting  with  the  town  system 
shall  be  laid  by  the  Water  Department  at  the  expense 
of  the  owner. 

All  valves  and  private  hydrants  shall  be  sealed  by 
the  Water  Department. 

14.  All  persons  or  firms  having  private  fire  connec- 
tions for  sprinklers  and  private  hydrants  on  the  premises 
or  in  buildings  are  forbidden  to  use  the  water  for  any 
purposes  excepting  fires,  and  shall  not  open  any  private 
hydrant  in  or  out  of  the  building  for  any  other  purposes 
excepting  fire  unless  by  permission  of  the  Water  Board. 

For  any  violation  of  this  by-law  the  Water  Board 
may  impose  a fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00  and  not  more 
than  $20.00. 

If  water  is  used  for  any  other  purposes  than  for  fires 
the  Water  Board  shall  estimate  the  amount  so  used  and 
shall  charge  regular  rates. 

If  the  fine  or  bill  for  water  is  not  paid  when  presented 
the  Water  Board  may  shut  off  the  water  furnished  the 
private  hydrants  or  sprinklers  from  the  town  supply 
until  such  fine  or  bill  for  water  is  paid  and  the  sum  of 
two  dollars  will  be  charged  for  turning  it  on. 
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15.  All  services  shall  be  laid  by  the  Water  Board 
from  the  sidewalk  line  to  the  cellar  at  the  expense  of 
the  owner.  The  Water  Board  may  make  an  estimate  of 
the  cost  of  the  owner’s  part  and  may  demand  a deposit 
for  the  same  before  laying  the  pipe. 

Applicants  wishing  a service  pipe  laid  when  there  is 
frost  in  the  ground  shall  pay  the  extra  expense  caused 
by  the  frost,  on  the  part  laid  by  the  town. 

16.  Applications  for  extensions  of  mains  through 
private  ways  or  grounds  shall  in  no  case  be  granted  un- 
less the  owner  thereof  executes  a proper  instrument 
securing  to  the  town  the  right  of  permanent  occupation, 
free  from  any  acts  of  interference  that  shall  affect  the 
safety  of  the  pipe,  and  securing  to  the  department  free 
right  of  entrance  for  purposes  of  inspection  and 
maintenance. 

17.  The  town  pond,  South  Attleboro,  shall  be  open 
for  fishing,  Tuesdays  and  Fridays,  to  residents  of  the 
town  of  Attleborough  only,  upon  application  at  the 
water  office  for  permission.  No  fishing  through  the  ice 
will  be  allowed.  There  shall  be  no  dead  fish  left  around 
the  pond  or  thrown  into  the  water.  No  nuisances  shall 
be  committed  around  the  pond  or  from  boats,  and  every 
care  shall  be  taken  by  persons  fishing  not  to  contaminate 
the  purity  of  the  water.  Persons  having  permits  shall 
show  them  to  any  officer  of  the  town  or  Water  Depart- 
ment when  called  upon  to  do  so.  Any  one  caught  fish- 
ing without  a permit,  or  in  any  way  violating  this  by- 
law, will  be  refused  permission  to  fish  and  will  be  prose- 
cuted to  the  full  extent  of  the  law. 

Sec.  9.  The  water  rates  and  meter  rents  shall  be 
payable  semi-annually  in  advance  on  the  first  days  of 
January  and  July  of  each  year.  All  charges  for  specific 
supplies  or  supplies  for  fractional  parts  of  the  year  shall 
be  payable  in  advance  and  before  the  water  is  let  on.  In 
all  cases  where  the  consumption  of  water  is  ascertained 
by  meters,  any  excess  of  the  minimum  rates  shall  be 
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payable  annually,  quarterly  or  monthly,  as  may  be  re- 
quired by  the  Water  Board.  Bills  for  the  same  shall 
be  due  when  rendered. 

Sec.  io.  If  any  person  shall  turn  on  or  turn  off  the 
water  in  any  public  water  pipes  or  reservoirs  without  the 
license  of  the  Water  Board  he  shall  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  of  not  less  than  $3  nor  more  than  $20  upon 
conviction  thereof  before  a trial  justice  or  court  having 
jurisdiction  of  offenses  arising  under  town  by-laws.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Attleborough: 

Time  moves  on,  and  the  old  saying,  “Time  and  tide 
waits  for  no  man/’  is  again  approved,  for  the  end  of  the 
year  1905  is  here,  and  again  we  are  called  upon  to  render 
you  an  account  of  our  work  as  guardians  of  the  schools 
of  Attleboro  for  1905. 

We  request  and  desire  that  you  would  give  careful 
investigation  to  the  financial  and  other  reports  which 
are  given  regarding  our  work  for  the  public  schools. 
They  should  interest  every  citizen  of  Attleboro,  for  the 
work  in  them  of  today,  is  not  for  today  only,  but  for  the 
future  moral  and  intellectual  standing  of  our  town  in 
state  and  nation.  We  are  but  one  of  the  many  towns  in 
our  state  and  country,  but  it  behooves  us  for  our  own 
credit  and  advantage  to  keep  as  near  the  head  of  the 
procession  as  we  possibly  can. 

Importance  of  Education. 

With  many  there  is  no  need  of  emphasis  on  the  im- 
portance of  education  to  fit  their  children  for  the  varied 
and  exacting  duties  of  life.  They  know  that  the  illiter- 
ate and  unlearned  have  small  chance  of  success  in  the 
struggle  for  place  and  opportunity  in  the  affairs  of  this 
world,  therefore  they  give  their  children  the  best  op- 
portunities they  can.  But  there  are  some  who  seem  to 
think  that  the  money  their  children  could  earn  is  of 
more  value  than  any  education,  and  only  send  them  to 
school  because  the  law  of  our  State  says  they  must. 
Could  we  arouse  them  to  see  its  value  it  would  help  on 
the  work  very  much.  It  used  to  be  said,  “Children 
should  be  seen,  not  heard today  they  demand  to  be 
both  seen  and  heard,  and  it  should  interest  all  citizens 
and  parents  to  both  see  and  hear  that  all  their  demands 
for  instruction  and  opportunity  for  preparation  for  life's 
work  be  given.  Strong  is  that  people  who  endeavor  to 
do  this. 
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Teachers. 

We  have  raised  the  maximum  pay  of  our  teachers,  be- 
ginning with  September,  1905,  and  we  are  pleased  to 
report  that  it  seems  to  reach  the  cause  of  many  resig- 
nations which  we  have  had  in  the  past.  Resignations 
caused  by  ill  health,  business  and  marriage  we  expect, 
and  from  the  last  cause  perhaps  should  encourage. 

Vacation  Schools. 

This  year  vacation  schools  have  been  held  for  seven 
weeks  in  both  Dodgeville  and  Hebronville,  not  only  for 
the  girls  but  also  for  the  boys.  The  committee  who 
have  the  expenditure  of  the  appropriation  of  the  Rich- 
ardson School  Fund  for  schools,  kindly  authorized  the 
use  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  tools,  lumber, 
and  articles  needed  for  some  carpenter  work,  to  interest 
and  instruct  the  boys.  A young  man  from  a similar 
school  at  Springfield,  Massachusetts,  was  secured  who 
gave  instruction  and  assistance,  one-half  time  each  day 
at  each  place,  which  the  electric  cars  made  it  very  easy 
to  do.  The  Committee  are  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that 
the  results  were  very  satisfactory. 

We  would  repeat  our  suggestion  of  last  year,  that  it 
would  be  a good  work  to  have  several  such  schools  in 
town  during  the  summer  vacation,  for  if  we  can  keep 
many  of  our  boys  and  girls  off  the  streets  and  get  their 
minds  interested  in  work  and  play  that  will  prove  uplift- 
ing and  helpful  to  them,  they  may  be  saved  from  mis- 
chief and  perhaps  crime  which  idle  minds  and  hands  are 
tempted  to  do. 

The  expense  to  the  town  for  vacation  schools  was 
$400.00.  The  Richardson  School  Fund  contributed 
$147.82,  expended  largely  by  the  chairman,  making  a 
total  expended,  $547.82. 

New  School  House. 

The  new  building  at  Briggs  Corner  has  been  built  and 
finished  on  a very  fine  location  near  the  old  one.  We 
think  it  a fine  building,  up-to-date  in  every  respect,  and 
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we  hereby  extend  an  invitation  to  all  our  citizens  to  visit 
it  and  trust  many  will  do  so.  When  the  Committee 
asked  for  the  building  at  the  March,  1905,  town  meeting, 
there  were  69  scholars.  When  the  school  commenced  in 
the  new  building,  November  1,  1905,  it  started  with  80 
scholars.  The  appropriation  for  it  was  $7,800;  total  ex- 
pense was  $8,024.86. 

The  opening  of  the  parochial  school  at  Hebronville 
took  from  our  public  schools  about  eighty  scholars, 
thereby  causing  the  closing  of  the  one  room  in  Moran 
hall  and  under  present  conditions  our  school  building  at 
Hebronville  is  ample  for  present  requirements. 

Transportation. 

As  our  town  is  building  up  in  all  directions,  the  num- 
ber of  scholars  to  be  transported  to  different  schools 
increases,  and  as  the  town  voted  to  carry  the  children  of 
Lona  Cut  (so  called),  it  has  and  will  increase  the  ex- 
pense. 

Benevolence. 

The  calls  upon  the  benevolence  account  are  many  and 
continuous,  but  under  the  careful  supervision  of  our 
efficient  truant  officer,  Mr.  Parker,  the  effort  is  made  to 
assist  only  those  who  really  need  assistance  in  the  way 
of  shoes,  stockings,  etc.,  to  enable  their  children  to  at- 
tend school.  We  desire  to  thank  all  who  have  assisted 
in  this  work. 

Repairs. 

As  was  stated  in  our  last  report,  ten  thousand  dollars 
could  be  expended  to  advantage  on  needed  repairs.  We 
have  done  the  best  possible  with  what  we  had.  Under 
the  efficient  supervision  of  the  Chairman  of  Incidentals 
and  Repairs,  Mr.  G.  M.  Worrall,  much  has  been  accom- 
plished. New  heating  apparatus  has  been  placed  at  the 
High  and  South  Attleboro  schools  at  an  expense  of  six- 
teen hundred  dollars.  Several  of  the  school  buildings 
have  been  shingled,  many  rooms  kalsomined  and  fixed 
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up  nicely,  fence  and  wall  at  Sanford  street  partly  new 
. and  put  in  good  condition,  in  fact  many  things  have  been 
done  which  had  been  put  off  for  want  of  funds.  We 
think  if  nothing  unforseen  occurs,  that  if  as  much  is 
done  during  next  year  the  school  property  of  the  town 
will  be  placed  in  excellent  condition. 

New  Sanitaries. 

At  a special  meeting  the  town  appropriated,  as  shown 
by  the  records,  twenty-seven  hundred  dollars  for  sani- 
taries to  be  placed  in  three  school  buildings  as  deemed 
best  by  the  Committee.  After  careful  consideration  it 
was  decided  to  place  them  in  Capron,  Carpenter  street 
and  Turner  street  schools.  It  has  been  done  and  adds 
much  to  the  efficiency  of  the  schools.  The  expense  of 
the  three  was  $2,766.95.  Had  we  not  already  obtained 
an  estimate,  they  would  have  cost  over  three  thousand 
dollars,  as  prices  and  material  had  advanced  consider- 
ably. The  town  should  continue  the  good  work  and 
appropriate  sufficient  for  three  more  this  year,  as  there 
are  five  more  school  houses  on  streets  where  there  is  a 
supply  of  water. 

The  Work  of  the  Schools. 

We  think  the  work  has  gone  on  quietly  but  effectual- 
ly, and  much  has  been  accomplished.  We  are  somewhat 
of  the  opinion  that  we  try  to  do  more  rather  than  less 
than  we  should,  but  it  would  require  the  wisdom  of 
Solomon  to  tell  just  what  is  best  to  leave  undone  or  at- 
tempt to  do.  There  are  about  as  many  ideas,  plans,  and 
hobbies,  in  education  as  there  are  professional  educa- 
tors, and  it  is  often  difficult  to  sift  them  down  and  adopt 
the  best,  but  it  is  that  we  are  trying  to  do  and  will  con- 
tinue to  try  to  accomplish. 

Our  Superintendent  for  nearly  seven  years,  Mr.  Will- 
iam P.  Kelly,  resigned  as  superintendent  in  August  to 
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accept  a much  larger  salary  at  Meriden,  Conn.  Under 
his  supervision  and  care  our  schools  advanced  very  . 
much.  He  was  a genial,  pleasant  man  of  excellent 
spirit  and  it  was  a pleasure  to  be  associated  with  him 
in  school  work,  and  we  parted  with  him  with  regret  and 
hope  that  he  may  be  as  successful  and  helpful  in  his 
new  work. 

The  committee  were  unanimous  in  the  choice  of  Mr. 
Lewis  A.  Fales,  as  his  successor.  He  had  been  principal 
of  our  Sanford  street  schools  for  nearly  three  years,  but 
had  been  called  from  here  to  Dedham  only  a few  months 
previous.  As  he  was  familiar  with  our  school  work  by 
experience  and  generally  esteemed  by  our  teachers,  it 
seemed  to  the  Committee  much  wiser  to  elect  him  than 
a new  man  from  the  forty-four  applicants  for  the  po- 
sition. He  has  commenced  well  and  we  trust  for  good 
results. 

Every  school  in  town  has  been  visited  during  the  year 
by  a portion  of  the  Committee,  therefore  we  are  able  to 
say  from  personal  observation  that  we  have  a splendid 
corps  of  teachers  who  are  doing  grand  work  in  our 
schools. 

We,  as  a Committee,  desire  to  say  that  the  town  has 
been  extremely  liberal  and  worthy  of  all  praise  in  grant- 
ing the  appropriations  asked  for  heretofore  by  the 
School  Committee.  We  know  that  you  desire  the  best 
for  the  young  people  of  the  town,  and  that  you  have  the 
right  and  should  demand  careful  expenditure  of  the 
money  appropriated.  This  we  have  endeavored  to  do 
and  will  in  the  future  try  to  get  the  best  possible  for  our 
young  people  for  the  money  expended. 

That  we  may  accomplish  the  results  desired,  we  ask 
for  the  following  appropriations  for  1906,  in  addition  to 


the  dog  fund :

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 

To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Attleborough: 

I submit  herewith  my  report  on  the  condition  of  the 
schools,  it  being  the  22nd  in  the  series  of  superintend- 
ents’ reports. 

As  I assumed  my  duties  as  superintendent  during  the 
summer  vacation,  I cannot  report  in  regard  to  what  was 
accomplished  in  the  schools  previous  to  that  time ; and 
the  period  since  my  election  has  been  so  short  that  it 
will  be  more  fitting  for  me  to  state  briefly  what  I desire 
to  accomplish  rather  than  to  speak  of  results  attained. 

Thoroughness  and  Application. 

Last  year  in  my  report  as  Principal  of  the  Sanford 
Street  School  I said  that  our  watchword  for  the  year 
was  “Thoroughness.”  I have  taken  that  for  my  lead- 
ing principle  this  year,  and  shall  try  to  see  that  what- 
ever is  undertaken,  is  done  thoroughly.  It  seems  to  me 
that  no  more  fatal  injury,  educationally,  can  be  done 
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a child  than  to  allow  him  to  skip  over  his  school  work  in 
a slipshod  manner ; and  certainly  nothing  can  be  so 
detrimental  to  the  high  standard  of  our  schools.  If  we 
are  requiring  scholars  to  do  more  than  they  can  ac- 
complish, then  we  ought  to  reduce  our  requirements. 
If  the  scholars  are  not  putting  forth  their  best  efforts, 
then  they  should  be  stimulated  to  do  so.  We  ought  to 
require  no  more  nor  less  than  a scholar  working  at  his 
best,  can  accomplish  to  the  satisfaction  of  his  teacher 
and  himself.  Be  the  requirement  small  or  great,  it 
ought  to  be  done  well. 

To  this  end  we  have  begun  on  some  of  the  old-fash- 
ioned drills  in  arithmetic  which  of  recent  years  have 
become  nearly  obsolete  in  our  schools.  Time  spent  in 
drill  is  far  from  wasted,  for  only  by  practice  can  per- 
fection be  obtained. 

Moreover,  the  work  ought  to  be  performed,  in  a very 
much  larger  degree  than  at  present,  by  the  scholar  him- 
self. He  should  be  taught  how  to  do  his  work,  and  then 
be  required  to  do  it,  himself.  I still  hold  the  opinion 
that  I expressed  publicly  three  years  ago  that  we  do  too 
much  for  our  scholars.  We  teach  them  too  much;  they 
learn  too  little.  Character,  in  the  general  acceptation 
of  the  word,  means  more  than  morality.  It  means  the 
ability  to  attack  courageously  and  to  overcome  success- 
fully, the  difficulties  that  lie  before  one ; and  strength  of 
character  in  a boy  or  girl,  may  depend  very  largely  on 
the  manner  in  which  he  is  allowed  to  perform  his  school 
work.  We  can  hardly  expect  a scholar  who  has  failed 
to  overcome  successfully  the  obstacles  which  he  has 
met  in  his  school  life,  to  accomplish  much  in  the  way  of 
overcoming  obstacles  after  his  school  life  has  ended.  If 
we  can  train  our  scholars  to  do  well  what  they  under- 
take, and  not  to  be  afraid  of  a thing  because  it  is  hard, 
but  rather  to  find  a greater  joy  in  attacking  it,  we  shall 
have  given  them  a better  preparation  for  the  battle  of 
life  than  can  be  obtained  by  acquiring  any  amount  of 
hazy  general  information. 

In  following  out  this  doctrine,  I have  begun  first  on 
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the  subject  of  arithmetic.  Teachers  have  been  in- 
structed in  all  grades  above  the  primary,  to  see  that 
. their  scholars  are  thoroughly  drilled  in  the  fundamental 
processes,  addition,  substraction,  multiplication,  and  di- 
vision, and  to  give  a part  of  each  recitation  in  arithmetic 
to  this  work.  The  teachers  in  grades  II.  to  VI.  are  drill- 
ing especially  on  addition  and  subtraction,  the  multipli- 
cation and  division  tables,  short  and  long  division,  frac- 
tions and  decimals.  To  secure  this  drill  much  problem 
work  has  been  omitted.  I have  already  received  encour- 
aging reports  from  the  teachers  as  to  the  result  of  this 
drill. 

I shall  endeavor  to  deal  with  each  subject  of  study, 
grade  by  grade,  in  a similar  manner,  trying  to  determine, 
with  the  aid  of  the  teachers,  just  how  much  we  can  ac- 
complish well,  and  setting  that  as  the  amount  to  be  re- 
quired of  each  scholar. 


Teachers. 

The  changes  in  our  teaching  force  since  school  opened 
in  September  have  been  few.  Fifteen  new  teachers  be- 
gan their  duties  in  our  schools  at  that  time.  Since  then 
only  three  resignations  have  been  received,  one  being 
due  to  business  troubles  in  the  teacher’s  family,  the 
other  two  being  caused  by  the  offer  of  higher  salaries. 
The  new  teachers  have  started  in  well  and  in  all  the 
schools  the  work  is  going  smoothly. 

Growth. 

Owing  to  the  opening  at  Hebronville  of  the  new  paro- 
chial school,  our  schools  this  year  do  not  show  the  usual 
increase  in  membership.  Our  Hebronville  school  shows 
an  enrollment  of  73  less  than  the  enrollment  of  last  year. 
Even  with  this  loss  our  total  enrollment  shows  for  some 
months  a slight  gain  over  the  corresponding  monthhs  of 
last  year.  Had  it  not  been  for  the  loss  sustained  in  our 
school  at  Hebronville,  we  should  have  had  a much  larg- 
er gain  this  year  than  usual. 
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Sewing. 

Partly  as  the  result  of  the  sewing  that  was  done  in 
the  vacation  schools,  and  partly  as  a result  of  previous 
agitation  on  the  subject,  all  teachers  of  grades  V.  to 
VIII.  were  given  permission  to  use  one  hour  a week 
for  teaching  sewing  to  the  girls  of  their  schools.  The 
teachers  took  hold  of  the  subject  with  enthusiasm,  and 
sewing  is  now  being  taught  in  nearly  every  school  of 
the  grades  above  mentioned.  A definite  course  in  sew- 
ing was  adopted,  and  scholars  and  teachers  alike  mani- 
fest so  much  interest  in  the  subject  that  I predict  excel- 
lent results. 

Evening  Schools. 

The  evening  schools  were  conducted  this  year  in  the 
same  manner  as  in  previous  years.  The  four  schools 
were  in  session  thirty-six  nights  from  October  4,  to  De- 
cember 21.  The  course  of  study  adopted  last  year  was 
followed,  with  only  such  slight  changes  as  circumstances 
seem  to  demand.  While  the  total  enrollment  is  less 
than  for  last  year  the  per  cent,  of  attendance  is  higher, 
showing  that  the  attendance  was  more  regular.  Those 
scholars  who  were  most  irregular  in  attendance  belonged 
to  the  advanced  classes.  The  attendance  in  the  drawing 
and  primary  classes  was  good. 

Possibly  the  evening  schools  would  be  available  for  a 
larger  number  of  people  if  they  were  in  session  later  in 
the  winter.  From  the  first  of  October  to  Christmas 
time  is  usually  the  busiest  season  in  the  shops,  and 
many  who  would  like  to  improve  their  education  by  the 
opportunities  offered  in  the  evening  schools  are  unable 
to  do  so.  To  be  sure,  January,  February,  and  March 
are  generally  cold,  stormy  months,  but  on  the  other 
hand,  October  and  early  November  are  usually  so  pleas- 
ant that  young  people  after  working  all  day  in  the  shops 
and  mills,  prefer  to  stay  out  of  doors  evenings,  rather 
than  to  attend  evening  schools.  During  the  winter 
months,  however,  the  evening  schools  would  appeal  to 
such  people  and  a larger  number  would  be  benefitted. 
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Evening  Schools.

Individual  Instruction. 

In  the  ideal  educational  system,  a scholar  advances 
as  rapidly  as  his  ability  allows.  He  is  not  rushed  over 
his  work  because  someone  is  quicker  than  he ; he  is  not 
kept  back  because  someone  is  slower  than  he.  He  pro- 
gresses just  so  fast  as  his  ability  permits. 

In  a graded  system  of  schools,  however,  such  as  we 
necessarily  have  on  account  of  the  large  number  of 
scholars,  the  instruction  is  entirely  by  classes,  and  the 
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individual  is  somewhat  lost  sight  of.  Especially  is  it 
true  when  the  class  is  large,  that  the  slow  scholars  do  not 
receive  the  attention  they  need  to  enable  them  to  keep 
up  with  the  class  and  do  their  work  well.  It  often  hap- 
pens that  scholars  who  are  not  quick  to  grasp  a subject 
in  the  explanation  that  is  given  to  the  class,  find  them- 
selves falling  behind  in  their  work ; and  unless  their 
difficulties  are  removed  as  fast  as  they  arise,  they  soon 
find  themselves  far  behind  their  classmates. 

As  a result  such  scholars  are  not  promoted  at  the  end 
of  the  year  and  are  obliged  to  repeat  the  work  of  the 
grade.  In  the  upper  grades  they  often  become  discour- 
aged at  this  and  leave  school.  If  many  of  these  schol- 
ars could  receive  more  individual  attention  than  the 
teachers,  on  account  of  the  size  of  their  schools,  can  now 
give  them,  there  would  not  be  so  many  scholars  fail  of 
promotion  at  the  end  of  the  year.  A little  individual  at- 
tention at  the  right  time  would  remove  the  difficulties 
of  these  scholars  and  enable  them  to  continue  with  their 
class. 

The  number  of  scholars  in  the  schools  that  need  this 
individual  help  varies  in  the  different  rooms.  It  would 
average  at  least  five  scholars  to  a room.  In  some  rooms 
the  number  is  much  larger  than  that.  If  some  plan 
should  be  adopted  so  that  backward  scholars  could  re- 
ceive the  individual  attention  that  they  need,  I think  the 
effect  on  our  schools  would  be  most  beneficial.  Scholars 
would  stay  in  school  longer,  the  spirit  of  the  schools 
would  be  happier,  and  the  general  standard  of  the 
schools  would  be  raised. 

The  reports  of  the  High  School  Principal,  and  the 
Supervisors  of  Music  and  Drawing  accompany  this  re- 
port. They  deserve  your  earnest  attention  and  thought- 
ful consideration. 

I desire  in  closing  to  thank  the  principals  and  teachers 
for  the  hearty  and  enthusiastic  manner  in  which  they 
have  co-operated  with  me  in  my  work.  I feel  that  with- 
out exception  they  are  trying  to  carry  out  my  ideas,  and 
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that  they  are  all  striving  earnestly  to  raise  the  standard 
of  our  schools.  I wish  also  to  express  to  the  Committee 
my  appreciation  of  their  kindly  assistance  and  cordial 
support.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  HIGH 
SCHOOL. 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

In  presenting  my  seventh  annual  report,  I am  glad 
to  refer  to  the  increasing  membership  of  the  High 
School.  During  the  fall  term  just  ended  238  pupils  were 
enrolled,  the  average  membership  being  229.  This  mem- 
bership shows  a gain  of  eight  per  cent,  over  the  corre- 
sponding period  of  last  year  and  ninety-two  per  cent, 
over  1899. 

The  graduating  class  in  June  last  was  the  largest  in 
the  history  of  the  school,  numbering  twenty-seven. 
Nine  of  these  entered  college  and  one  went  to  a normal 
school.  The  success  of  those  who  completed  the  com- 
mercial course,  in  their  work  since  graduation,  encour- 
ages us  to  believe  that  our  commercial  department  has 
passed  the  experimental  stage  and  is  now  a permanent 
feature  of  the  High  School  with  every  assurance  of  its 
success. 

To  make  room  for  the  growth  in  this  department, 
both  in  number  of  pupils  and  extension  of  subjects,  two 
commodious  rooms  in  the  old  part  of  the  building  have 
been  taken  for  this  work.  Here  may  be  found  in  one 
room  thirty-six  splendid  oak  desks,  and  in  the  adjoining 
room  thirteen  typewriters,  including  Smith,  Remington, 
Underwood  and  Wellington  models.  This  equipment  is 
up  to  date  and  generous,  and  in  itself  offers  ample  in- 
ducement for  good  work.  The  former  commercial  room, 
thus  vacated,  has  been  equipped  with  fifty-six  stationary 
desks  and  is  occupied  by  one-half  of  the  freshman  class. 
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The  new  typewriter  room  is  the  room  formerly  used 
for  drawing,  so  the  freshman  drawing  classes  are  now 
conducted  in  the  bookkeeping  room.  For  this  and  other 
imperative  reasons,  the  two  advanced  classes  in  drawing 
return  for  this  work  an  hour  each,  on  Monday  and 
Thursday  afternoons  respectively. 

In  the  music  class  are  one  hundred  and  seventy  pupils 
who  meet  once  a week.  One  hundred  and  fifty  of  these 
assemble  in  the  largest  room  in  the  building,  a room 
designed  to  accommodate  eighty,  while  the  other  twenty 
occupy  chairs  in  the  library  adjoining.  These  conditions 
silently  but  positively  point  to  the  necessity  of  a larger 
building  in  the  near  future. 

Among  the  changes  made  during  the  year  in  the 
course  of  study  may  be  mentioned  additional  time  and 
credit  to  be  given  to  Algebra  and  American  History ; 
another  year  of  French,  making  three  in  all ; and  a gen- 
eral enlargement  of  the  commercial  course,  with  the  in- 
troduction of  spelling,  business  correspondence,  busi- 
ness law  and  commercial  geography. 

The  Class  of  1905  in  June  presented  to  the  School  a 
beautiful  statue  and  pedestal.  During  the  spring  term 
through  hard  work  on  the  part  of  the  pupils  an  award 
was  obtained  in  the  Boston  Herald  School  Contest.  By 
this  means  the  School  secured  six  fine  casts  which  add 
much  to  the  attractiveness  of  the  rooms. 

The  value  of  appropriate  and  beautiful  decoration  in 
the  school  room  is  too  well  known  to  be  urged  at  length, 
but  as  it  taxes  the  generous  appropriations  of  the  town 
to  meet  the  constantly  increasing  demands  for  neces- 
saries, the  schools  have  to  depend  on  the  generosity  of 
their  friends  for  decoration.  The  High  School  now  has 
a number  of  excellent  casts,  but  very  few  good  pictures. 

One  condition  which,  more  than  anything  else,  hind- 
ers the  best  progress  of  the  School  is  the  frequent 
change  of  teachers.  Between  September,  1899,  and 
June,  1905,  no  less  than  twenty-one  different  teachers 
were  employed,  not  including  special  teachers  or  sub- 
stitutes. When  it  is  noted  that  two  of  this  number  have 
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been  in  the  school  during  that  entire  time,  and  that  two 
others  served  for  nearly  four  years  each,  it  can  readily 
be  seen  that  changes  in  some  departments  have  been 
too  frequent.  Indeed,  six  teachers  remained  one  year 
or  less,  and  sixteen  two  years  or  less. 

Any  one  familiar  with  school  affairs  knows  that  it 
takes  a new  teacher  some  time  to  adjust  herself  to  new 
conditions,  and  to  get  good  results  a teacher  must 
know  her  pupils,  their  abilities  and  peculiarities.  If, 
therefore,  efficient  teachers  can  be  induced  to  remain  for 
longer  terms  of  service,  it  will  mean  much  for  the  suc- 
cess of  the  Attleboro  High  School.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC. 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

The  work  of  the  music  department  is  becoming  more 
definite  as  we  understand  more  clearly  the  educational 
and  moral  force  of  music  study.  We  realize  more  and 
more  that  music,  to  be  appreciated,  must  be  studied,  and 
must  therefore  receive  more  recognition  as  a general 
part  of  education.  We  are  no  longer  content  to  teach 
the  pupil  to  sing;  he  must  know  what  he  sings,  why,  and 
how.  We  are  getting  nearer  to  the  individual  basis  of 
instruction,  and  the  general  ability  of  the  class  to  think 
clearly,  to  act  quickly,  and  to  co-operate  intelligently,  is 
one  of  the  results  of  this  constant  striving  to  find  a re- 
sponse in  every  individual  present  in  the  class  room. 

From  the  first  to  the  eighth  grade,  our  effort  has  been 
not  only  to  contribute  to  the  musical  pleasure  of  the 
pupils,  but  so  to  instruct  them,  that,  as  they  graduate 
from  school  life,  every  pupil  may  be  possessed  of  a key 
with  which  he  himself  may  unlock  the  treasures  of 
music.  It  is  this  ability  of  the  school  graduate  to  read 
the  music  which  he  sings,  that  is  the  one  and  only 
criterion  of  success  recognized  by  the  world  of  music. 

In  the  lower  grades,  singing  of  songs,  taught  by  rote, 
is  still  the  chief  factor  in  teaching  the  elements  of  music. 
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In  the  upper  grades,  more  attention  is  given  to  develop- 
ing the  ability  of  the  pupil  to  think  out  the  different 
problems  in  time  and  tune,  and  such  knowledge  of 
musical  facts  and  notation  is  given,  as  will  enable  him 
to  read  simple  music  at  sight  and  generally  to  under- 
stand music  more  intelligently.  We  also  aim  to  culti- 
vate the  power  to  sing  tunefully,  two,  three,  and  four 
part  music. 

That  the  teachers  of  our  schools  are  in  sympathy  with 
the  music  work  is  very  apparent,  and  it  is  to  be  won- 
dered at  that  present  splendid  results  are  at  all  attain- 
able, considering  the  meagre  allotment  of  time  given  to 
this  subject.  It  is  no  longer  true,  that  music  is  possible 
only  to  the  few ; whenever  it  is  properly  taught,  it  ap- 
plies to  as  many  pupils  as  any  other  study,  and  should 
have  a much  larger  portion  of  the  school  time  than  it 
now  receives. 

Since  the  introduction  of  singing  into  the  public 
schools,  music  in  the  High  School  has  consisted  chiefly 
of  chorus  singing.  The  fact  that  more  serious  study  of 
music  should  be  attempted  has  been  gradually  forcing 
itself  upon  the  attention  of  the  educators  of  the  country. 
In  this  connection  I wish  to  call  to  your  attention  the 
report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Eucation 
who  says,  “But  for  the  sake  of  the  pupils  who  would 
like  to  cultivate  their  musical  talent,  I think  the  subject, 
as  a serious  study,  should  receive  more  generous  recog- 
nition, that  more  time  should  be  allowed  it  in  school  pro- 
grams, that  the  training  should  be  more  individual,  and 
that  credit  should  be  given  for  it  in  proportion  to  the 
time  spent.”  Classes  in  harmony  and  composition  are 
now  being  successfully  conducted  in  the  High  Schools 
of  Cambridge,  Boston  and  Springfield ; and  in  my  own 
work  in  Lexington,  a harmony  class  has  been  organized, 
which  has  proved  a great  boon  to  the  musical  student. 
This  course  provides  for  one  period  each  week  with  re- 
quired examinable  work,  for  which  one  point  is  given 
toward  the  diploma.  Because  our  music  course  is  in- 
complete without.it,  I urge  that  Harmony  become  an 
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elective  study  in  our  High  School. 

My  report  would  not  be  complete  without  some  ref- 
erence to  the  unusual  gathering  on  the  Common,  in 
May,  of  all  the  children  of  our  schools,  in  observance  of 
Memorial  Day,  and  the  dedication  of  the  town’s  new 
flag.  It  was  an  inspiring  occasion,  and  one  that  will  be 
remembered  not  only  by  the  Grand  Army  men,  in  whose 
honor  it  was  held,  but  by  all  who  were  present  and 
heard  the  grand  singing  of  patriotic  young  America,  as 
represented  by  the  two  thousand  pupils  of  our  schools. 
It  is  by  such  gatherings  as  these,  that  we  realize  the  in- 
fluence of  the  Public  Schools  on  the  lives  of  the  growing 
generation,  and  we  see  more  clearly  the  power  of  music 
in  the  development  of  good  citizens.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  DRAWING. 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

After  only  four  months  in  the  Attleboro  schools  the 
Supervisor  of  Drawing  can  do  little  more  in  this  report 
than  give  a summarized  account  of  the  work  in  drawing 
which  is  being  carried  out  in  much  the  same  way  as  in 
previous  years. 

Underlying  all  the  work  in  drawing  the  aim  has  been 
to  teach  care  and  exactness,  to  train  the  judgment,  to 
develop  the  individual,  and  to  make  the  pupil  self-re- 
liant, things  which  need  a great  amount  of  practice  on 
the  pupil’s  part  in  order  that  satisfactory  work  may  be 
accomplished. 

The  purpose  of  drawing  is  based  upon  the  demands  of 
life  in  relation  to  that  subject.  It  should  fit  the  pupil  to 
'solve  many  practical  problems  that  will  arise  in  his 
future  work,  and  prepare  him  to  appreciate  much  that 
will  make  life  more  valuable  to  himself  and  others.  We 
do  not  expect  to  make  artists,  neither  do  we  try  to  train 
a talented  few ; but  we  do  claim  that  every  child  can 
draw. 
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The  aim  of  the  work  this  year  has  been  to  give  the 
pupils  a knowledge  of  form  and  color,  to  develop  an  ap- 
preciation of  the  beautiful,  and,  to  some  extent,  to  repro- 
duce and  create  it. 

In  the  Fall  much  time  was  spent  in  all  the  grades  in 
drawing  from  nature,  with  somewhat  free  interpretation 
of  the  character  and  spirit  expressed  by  growth  and 
color.  Later,  the  composition  of  scenes,  with  and  with- 
out incident,  was  studied. 

In  the  primary  grades  the  child  represents  the  domi- 
nant characteristics  of  things  of  interest,  things  of  child 
life,  as  toys  and  children  in  action.  By  arousing  his  in- 
terest we  get  the  child’s  free  individual  expression  of 
the  subject. 

In  the  grammar  grades  during  the  winter,  the  prin- 
cipal work  will  be  with  design,  which  includes  the  se- 
lection of  elements  of  beauty,  the  arrangement  of  them 
in  definite  order,  and  the  application  of  design  to  simple 
articles  of  construction.  Later  in  the  term  working 
drawing  will  be  taken  up  and  the  pupils  taught  to  make 
and  read  working  drawings  to  be  used  for  actual  con- 
struction. 

In  the  High  School,  students  in  the  freshman  class 
draw  from  objects  and  casts.  They  also  work  out  me- 
chanical problems.  The  advanced  classes  make  me- 
chanical drawings  and  designs,  the  individual  problems 
in  design  being  worked  out  at  their  own  expense,  in  ma- 
terial of  their  own  selection,  such  as  tooled  leather  in 
the  form  of  purses,  card  cases,  bookcovers,  etc.  Later 
ether  material  such  as  copper,  brass,  and  silver,  will  be 
used  in  working  out  designs  for  buckles,  brooches, 
watch  fobs,  etc.  The  material  is  not  important,  but  such 
work  demands  a large  amount  of  care,  accuracy,  and 
intelligent  handling.  The  important  thing  is  that  the' 
work  done  shall  be  the  honest  expression  of  each  student 
and  that  the  acticle  made  shall  be  of  use  and  interest  to 
the  maker. 

An  effort  was  made  this  year  to  give  greater  oppor- 
tunity to  the  upper  high  school  classes  by  a change  of 
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program,  the  drawing  being  taught  in  the  afternoon 
from  three  to  four  o’clock,  two  days  each  week.  This 
arrangement  gives  more  time  for  drawing,  permits  the 
use  of  the  laboratory  for  carrying  out  applied  design, 
and  is  very  satisfactory.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUANT  OFFICER. 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  work  of  the  truant  officer  has  been  conducted  this 
year  in  the  same  manner  as  in  previous  years  and  has 
resulted  in  a thorough  enforcement  of  the  statutes  per- 
taining to  the  employment  and  school  attendance  of 
minors.  The  same  obstacles  ^hich  have  confronted  us 
in  years  past  have  appeared  this  year,  and  only  by  per- 
sistent effort  on  the  part  of  the  teachers  and  truant  offi- 
cer have  good  results  followed.  The  present  method  of 
investigating  the  absence  of  children  irregular  in  their 
attendance  at  school  has  been  of  value.  Close  watch  is 
kept  not  only  on  that  class  of  boys  who  are  inclined  to 
truancy,  but  also  on  those  children  who  absent  them- 
selves from  school  for  various  reasons,  and  whose  ab- 
sence upon  investigation  is  very  often  found  to  be  un- 
necessary. Truancy,  of  course,  still  exists,  but  in  a 
marked  decrease  compared  with  previous  years. 

For  the  courtesy  and  assistance  extended  to  me  by  the 
committee,  the  superintendent,  and  the  teachers,  I re-

SCHOOL  LAWS. 

Age  and  Schooling  Certificates. 

An  age  or  schooling  certificate  shall  not  be  approved 
unless  satisfactory  evidence  is  furnished  by  a certificate 
of  birth  or  baptism  of  such  minor,  or  by  the  register  of 
birth  of  such  minor  with  a city  or  town  clerk,  that  such 
minor  is  of  the  age  stated  in  the  certificate,  except  that 
other  evidence,  under  oath,  may  be  accepted  in  case  the 
superintendent  or  person  authorized  by  the  school  com- 
mittee, as  provided  in  the  preceding  section,  decides  that 
neither  the  certificate  of  birth  or  baptism,  nor  the  reg- 
ister of  birth  is  available  for  the  purpose. 

Employment  of  Minors. 

No  child  under  the  age  of  fourteen  years  and  no  child 
who  is  over  fourteen  and  under  sixteen  years  of  age  who 
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does  not  have  a certificate  as  required  by  the  following- 
four  sections  certifying  to  the  child’s  ability  to  read  at 
sight  and  to  write  legibly  simple  sentences  in  the  Eng- 
lish language  shall  be  employed  in  any  factory,  work- 
shop or  mercantile  establishment.  No  child  under  the 
age  of  fourteen  years  shall  be  employed  at  work  per- 
formed for  wages  or  other  compensation,  to  whomsoever 
payable,  during  the  hours  when  the  public  schools  of 
the  city  or  town  in  which  he  resides  are  in  session,  or  be 
employed  at  work  before  six  o’clock  in  the  morning  or 
after  seven  o’clock  in  the  evening. 

No  certificate  shall  be  approved  by  any  person  for  a 
minor  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years  who  intends  to  be 
employed  in  a factory,  workshop  or  mercantile  estab- 
lishment, unless  such  person  is  satisfied  that  such  minor 
is  able  to  read  at  sight  and  to  write  legibly  simple  sen- 
tences in  the  English  language. 

No  child  under  sixteen  years  of  age  shall  be  employed 
in  any  factory,  workshop  or  mercantile  establishment 
unless  the  person  or  corporation  employing  him  pro- 
cures and  keeps  on  file  and  accessible  to  the  truant  offi- 
cers of  the  town  or  city,  and  to  the  district  police  and 
inspectors  of  factories,  an  age  and  schooling  certificate 
as  hereinafter  prescribed,  and  keeps  two  complete  lists 
of  all  such  children  employed  therein,  one  on  file  and 
one  conspicuously  posted  near  the  principal  entrance  of 
the  building  in  which  such  children  are  employed,  and 
also  keeps  on  file  a complete  list,  and  sends  to  the  super- 
intendent of  schools,  or,  where  there  is  no  superintend- 
ent, to  the  school  committee,  the  names  of  all  minors 
employed  therein  who  cannot  read  at  sight  and  write 
legibly  simple  sentences  in  the  English  language. 

SCHOOL  ATTENDANCE  OF  MINORS. 

Every  child  between  seven  and  fourteen  years  of  age, 
and  every  child  under  sixteen  years  of  age  who  cannot 
read  at  sight  and  write  legibly  simple  sentences  in  the 
English  language,  shall  attend  some  public  day  school 
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in  the  city  or  town  in  which  he  resides  during  the  entire 
time  the  public  day  schools  are  in  session,  subject  to 
such  exceptions  as  to  children,  places  of  attendance  and 
schools  as  are  provided  for  in  section  three  of  chapter 
forty-two  and  sections  three,  five  and  six  of  this  chapter. 
The  superintendent  of  schools  or,  if  there  is  no  superin- 
tendent of  schools,  the  school  committee,  or 
teachers  acting  under  authority  of  said  super- 
intendent or  committee,  may  excuse  cases  of 
necessary  absence.  The  attendance  of  a child 
upon  a public  day  school  shall  not  be  required  if  he  has 
attended  for  a like  period  of  time  a private  day  school 
approved  by  the  school  committee  of  such  city  or  town 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  following  sec- 
tion, or  if  he  has  been  otherwise  instructed  for  a like 
period  of  time  in  the  branches  of  learning  required  by 
law  to  be  taught  in  the  public  schools,  or  if  he  has  al- 
ready acquired  such  branches  of  learning,  or  if  his  phy- 
sical or  mental  condition  is  such  as  to  render  such  at- 
tendance inexpedient  or  impracticable.  Every  person 
having  under  his  control  a child  as  described  in  this  sec- 
tion shall  cause  him  to  attend  school  as  herein  required ; 
and  if  he  fails  for  five  day  sessions  or  ten  half  day  ses- 
sions within  any  period  of  six  months  while  under  such 
control  to  cause  such  child,  whose  physical  or  mental 
condition  is  not  such  as  to  render  his  attendance  at 
school  harmful  or  impracticable,  so  to  attend  school,  he 
shall,  upon  complaint  by  a truant  officer  and  conviction 
thereof,  be  punished  by  a fine  of  not  more  than  twenty 
dollars.  Whoever  induces  or  attempts  to  induce  a child 
to  absent  himself  unlawfully  from  school,  or  employs 
or  harbors  a child  who,  while  school  is  in  session,  is 
absent  unlawfully  from  school  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

By  the  preceding  law,  all  illiterate  minors  under  six- 
teen must  attend  day  school.  By  the  following  law  all 
illiterate  minors  over  sixteen  must  attend  evening 
school. 
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Illiterate  Minors  Over  Fourteen  Years  of  Age  Must 
Attend  Evening  School. 

While  a public  evening  school  is  maintained  in  the 
city  or  town  in  which  any  minor  who  is  over  fourteen 
years  of  age  and  who  does  not  have  a certificate  signed 
by  the  superintendent  of  schools,  or  by  the  school  com- 
mittee, or  by  some  person  acting  under  authority  there- 
of, certifying  to  the  minor’s  ability  to  read  at  sight  and 
write  legibly  simple  sentences  in  the  English  language 
resides,  no  person  shall  employ  him  and  no  parent,  guar- 
dian or  custodian  shall  permit  him  to  be  employed  un- 
less he  is  a regular  attendant  at  such  evening  school  or 
at  a day  school.  Any  minor  not  holding  the  certificate 
described  above  shall  furnish  to  his  employer  a record 
of  his  school  attendance  each  week  while  the  evening 
school  is  in  session,  and  when  this  record  shows  un- 
excused absences  from  the  sessions  his  attendance  shall 
be  deemed  irregular  according  to  this  act.  Whoever 
employs  a minor  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  forfeit  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars 
for  each  offence  to  the  use  of  the  evening  schools  of 
such  city  or  town.  A parent,  guardian  or  custodian  who 
permits  a minor  under  his  control  to  be  employed  in 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  forfeit 
not  more  than  twenty  dollars  to  the  use  of  the  evening 
schools  of  such  city  or  town. 

Vaccination  of  Children;  also  Exclusion  from  School 
On  Account  of  Contagious  Disease. 

A child  who  has  not  been  vaccinated  shall  not  be 
admitted  to  a public  school  except  upon  presentation  of 
a certificate  signed  by  a regular  practising  physician 
that  he  is  not  a fit  subject  for  vaccination.  A child  who 
is  a member  of  a household  in  which  a person  is  ill  with 
smallpox,  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever  or  measles,  or  of  a 
household  exposed  to  such  contagion  from  another 
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household  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  attend  any  public 
school  during  such  illness  or  until  the  teacher  of  the 
school  has  been  furnished  with  a certificate  from  the 
board  of  health  of  the  city  or  town,  or  from  the  attend- 
ing physician  of  such  person,  stating  that,  in  a case  of 
smallpox,  diphtheria  or  scarlet  fever  at  least  two  weeks, 
and  in  a case  of  measles,  at  least  three  days,  have 
elapsed  since  the  recovery,  removal  or  death  of  such 
person,  and  that  danger  of  conveying  such  disease  by 
such  child  has  passed.
